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6Amateur Night9 Tough On True Alcoholics

While most people ore imbibing in the 


Iwllday jplrllj this time of year, there 
are some who are trying their darndcst 
not to take a drink. 


New Year's Eve Is called "Amateur 


Night" by those In Alcoholics Anonymous 
(AA) and Al-Anon. But the night of fun 
for amateurs Is a hell of a time for re- 
covering alcoholics. 


Jack, an Al-Anon member, says that 


party hosts arc always trying to force 
people to drink. They don't understand 
why some people refuse a drink. 


Many members of Al-Anon, a fellow- 


ship of spouses, friends and relatives of 
alcoholic!, drink alcohol occasionally. 
But they have a better Idea for holiday 
parties. 


Last year, Jean, an Al-Anon member, 


throw a party with coffee and punch. 


"Everybody was laughing, you'd think 


they were drinking," Jack said. "But 
they all felt better In the morning. 


"WE DON'T need booze," he added. 


"This Is an alcoholic society, but It's not 
like there's a big ascnce for Al-Anon 
when somebody quits booze." 


Jack and Jean, along with Peggy, Bon- 


nie, Tami and Marcia, are members of 
Al-Anon In the Northwest suburbs. They 
met recently at Peggy's home to discuss 
Al-Anon, hoping that their experiences 
can help others with an alcoholic prob- 
lem find happiness. 


Because Al-Anon is based In part on 


anonymity, their names have been 
changed for this account. 


They seem to be a happy bunch as 


they sit and talk, sipping coffee. Bonnie 
claims Al-Anon members can bo happy, 
even if there is "hell at home." 


They have all had different experi- 


ences, different heartaches. But one bond 


tics them together. In this group it Is 
their spouses, or rather their spouses' al- 
coholism. 


PEGGY TELLS her story: 
Peggy and Rick were young when they 


married. They had lots of friends, went 
to many parties. They enjoyed drinking.' 


As the years began to pass, more and 


more uncomfortable situations Involving 
Rick would come up at parties. Rick was 
drinking too much. 


Peggy was angry at Rick. But she wor- 


ried, too. She was afriad Rick's drinking 
would kill him. She considered having 
her husband, once billed as a real comer 
in his business, committed to an in- 
stitution. 


Peggy often hurt her children more 


than Rick, who she finally realized was 
an alcoholic. She would take her anger 
out on the kids while her husband slept 
off a binge. 


It had taken 15 years for their once- 


bright star to fade. 


SHE THOUGHT she was going out of 


her mind. 


Now Peggy and Rick are happy again. 


They have a nice home. Rick's job is 
secure. 


Peggy says the tide of despair was 


turned for her by Al-Anon. For Rick, AA 
had been a great help. But Peggy could 
have been happy even If her alcoholic 
husband hadn't sought help, she said. 


Al-Anon members work at being hap- 


py. Although most new members join the 
fellowship hoping for a short-cut to sobri- 
ety for their spouses — most members 
are there because of a spouse — they 
soon find out that's not what Al-Anon is 
all about. 


New members arc first told that their 


spouses' alcoholism isn't the fault of the 
nondrlnklng spouse. Then they learn to 


detach themselves from their mates' 
drinking problem, a problem no one but 
the alcoholic can do anything about. 


"The only person you can change Is 


yourself," Jack, an Al-Anon member for 
more than five years, said. 


THERE AIIE some 200 Al-Anon and 


Alatecn (for children of alcoholics) 
groups In Northern Illinois ready to help 
people change themselves, not the alco- 
holic. Contact In this area can be made 
by calling 848-2707 in Oak Park or 359- 
3311 in Palatine. 


When Tami called Al-Anoa for help 


more than three years ago, she said she 
was at the end of her rope. Her husband 
was on a drunken rampage. It was past 
midnight, and she didn't know what to 
do. 


By 2 a.m., an Al-Anon volunteer re- 


turned Tami's call. She said that one call'

Bridge Officials 
Propose Regional 
Youth Services 


A flvc-townshlp regional youth service 


bureau Is proposed for development by 
executives of the Bridge, a youth service 
bureau In Palatine Township. 


Donald Rago, executive director of the 


Bridge sold that tills was his and other 
youth workers' independent Idea, rather 
than The Bridge organization's as he out- 
lined a proposal for "Youth and Commu- 
nity Outreach Inc." to Schaumburg 
Township officials Wednesday. 


If the townships of Schaumburg, Elk 


Grove, Palatine, Barrlngton and Wheel- 
ing split costs, a total youth service bu- 
reau could bo provided for $36,000 a 
year, said Rago. 


Rago said the new corporation would 


not put The Bridge out of business but 
would act as a cooperating and support- 
ing agency for it and other similar youth 
service groups In surrourxllng townships. 


"YOUTH AND Community Outreach 


Inc. would operate as a nan profit organ- 
ization with n governing board from all 
participating townships, said Rago. 


As outlined, the new youth corpo- 


ration would offer three programs; a to- 
tal crisis counseling and referral phone 
service; a medlc.il counseling, referral 
and treatment service; and a clinical de- 
velopment and training program. 


"If five townships were to share the

No Settlement Yet On Howie-In-The-Hills Site

Negotiators foiled to settle the future 


of the Howlc-In-Thc-Illlls subdivision In 
Hoffman Estates Wednesday night, al- 
though they did agree to hold a second 
closed meeting on the matter next week. 


"We agreed to meet again," said May- 


or Frederick Downey as he left the ses- 
sion after midnight Wednesday. The sec- 
ond meeting will convene at 8 p.m. 
Wednesday in the municipal building, 
1200 N. Garnon Drive. 


Participants In the discussion refused 


to disclose what progress, If any, was 
made in reaching a settlement on devel- 
opment of the property. 


Village Atty. Edward Hofcrt revealed 


only that "some more information was 
given us tonight, and we gave them some 
Information. We both learned some- 
thing." 


WHEN ASKED how many points had 


been agreed upon, and how many remain 
to be settled, Hofcrt responded, "nothing 
Is settled until the whole thing is set- 
tled." 


The village did receive "fuller plans" 


for the Howie site than had been given 
Oct. 3, said Hofert. But apparently the 
details were not significantly different 
from the original plan, and will not re- 
quire new Impact studies. 


"I think we intend to do certain infor- 


mational evaluation," said Hofcrt. But, 
he said, "I don't think we'll do any more 
evaluating" on a major scale. The vil- 
lage hired outside consultants for some 
studies, and assigned its own personnel 
to examine other phases, when it first 
received the plans in Otctobcr. 


. Hofcrt also said the village and the 
other negotiators "got their positions," 
and became more aware of each others' 
problems. 


THE VILLAGE is negotiating with Me- 


rlcllnn Housing Corp., a subsidiary of Me- 
ridian Investing Development Corp. of 


New York City. Meridian has purchased 
the Howie site, 497 acres north of Win- 
ston Knolls and west of Freeman Road, 
along both sides, of Palatine Road, pend- 
ing receipt of clear title to the land and 
zoning In accordance with its devel- 
opment plan. 


Title to the land currently Is held by a 


federal receivership, appointed In 196-1 to 
take over assets of the bankrupt City 
Savings Association of Chicago. Repre- 
sentatives of the receivership also at- 
tended Wednesday's meeting, but Hofert 
said they wcrq present more in an ob- 
server's capacity than as participants. 


A central Issue in the secret negotia- 


tions is a $1.7 million lawsuit against the 
village, filed by investors who purchased 
bonds to finance improvements to the 
Howie property. Until the suit, and other 
related legal actions obstructing clear 
title arc settled, Meridian's purchase is 
not final. 


The village is pitting zoning against the 


suits in the negotiations, according to 
earlier statements by Hofert, who has 
said he will not accept any settlement 
that leaves the village with a financial 
obligation, or any responsibility other 
than zoning.

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Profit Margin Rule Change Predicted 
Nixon 
9s 'Phase HP May Drop Rent Controls 


WASHINGTON (UPD-Admlnlstratlon 


officials Indicate "Phase III" of Preii. 
dent Nixon's economic program may see 
th« dropping of rent controls next year 
and changes In the profit margin rule 
disliked by business. 


President Nixon has gold he wants 


some form of continued stabilization au- 
thority when the present Economic Stabl. 
lhatlon Act expires April 30, and officials 
emphasized that NUon will have the fi- 


nal word on the shape of the redesigned 
wage-price controls. 


The Administration has been gathering 


suggestions from business, labor, con- 
sumers, congressmen and Its own stabili- 
zation officials for the past two weeks. A 
sense of the thinking of most participants 
was revealed by the briefers. 


Herbert Stein, chairman of the Presi- 


dent's Council of Economic Advisers, 
sold prolonged rent controls have a 


"negative effect" on tenants as well as 
landlords. "We ought to be on the way 
out of the rent control business." 


Stein and Treasury secretary George 


P. Shultz also suggested that reducing 
coverage of the controls would improve 
the efficiency of the government stabili- 
zation program and eliminate essentially 
nonproductive paper work for many busi- 
nesses. 


A SENIOR OFFICIAL of the Cost of 


Living Council, who asked not to be iden- 
tified, said the business profit margin 
rule "has got to change." 


This regulation, widely critized in the 


business community, limits profit mar- 
gins profits as a percentage of sales for 
companies who boost prices to the aver- 
age of the best two of the last three fis- 
cal years. • 


Businessmen have argued that this 


base period is no longer realistic. More 
important, most observers concede that 
the rule encourages wasteful spending by 
companies who are bumping against 
their profit margin ceilings. 


The stubborn rise in food prices, 


spurred by heavy consumer demand and 
the fact that prices at the farm level arc 
uncontrolled, has been the biggest head- 
ache for the economic controllers. 


SHULTZ INDICATED the government 


would continue to explore ways to in- 
crease food supply, such as the recent 
decision to lift meat import quotas 
through 1973. 


On the legislative side, Shultz said 


there was merit In asking Congress sim- 
ply to extend the present stabilization act 
one more year. Anything the adminis- 
tration expects to propose in the new 
control program could be carried out un- 
der provisions of the existing act, Shultz 
said.

Apartments 
Will Keep 
Lid On Rents

Apartment renters need not flinch at 


the Nixon Administration's announce- 
ment that rent controls may be lifted in 
1973, according to one Industry expert. 


The Phase III suggestions offered in 


Washington yesterday by Herbert Stein, 
chairman of the President's Council of 
Economic Advisors, included this propos- 
al. 


The glut of apartment in some North- 


west suburban communities and other 
areas surrounding Chicago will keep the 
lid on rental rates for some time, accord- 
ing to Ned Simon, president of the Apart- 
ment Council of Metropolitan Chicago. 
He Is also an executive of the Chicago- 
based RG Group, Inc. 


Despite the Phase II controls on rental 


rates over the past year, Simon said, the 
roal reason rents haven't gone up in 
some areas is that overbuilding caused 
high vacancy rates. "Regardless of what 
Phase II is, the apartment owners can't 
raise their rents as much as they should 
because the market won't support it," he 
added. 


THERE IS no question that rents will 


rise when the competitive market eases, 
Simon said. Property taxes have risen 
considerably over the past few years, he 
said, in addition to other business costs. 


As overbuilding In the apartment mar- 


ket Increases competition and keeps 
rental rates down, Simon said, more 
owners are turning to condominiums in 
search of profits. Tills Is evidenced in the 
increased number of area apartment 
complexes being converted Into con- 
dominium units as well as in apartment 
builders switching to the condominium 
field. Simon's own firm is moving into 
condominium construction, with projects 
planned in Hoffman Estates and Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Michael Sparks, president of the apart- 


ment management firm of Sparks & Co., 
Roscmont, also notes an Increasing num- 
ber of apartment owners selling out and 
converting their units to condominiums. 
His firm owns approximately 4,000 apart- 
ment units In the Northwest and West 
suburbs. 


DESPITE THE keen competition, how- 


ever, Sparks says his firm has raised 
rental rates as allowed under Phase II 
guidelines. He agrees that there arc 
problems of high vacancy rates in some 
areas, but adds that "it all comes down 
to a question of individual management" 
In setting rental rates. 


Rent increases reflect property tax 


hikes more than any other cost Increase, 
Sparks sold, adding, "We hope to make 
our tenants understand that If any legis- 
lation Is passed to hold down real estate 
taxes, this affects their rents." 
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Testimony Conflicts In Hearings On '73 Racing Dates

The controversy surrounding the 1973 


thoroughbred racing schedule continued 
yesterday as the State Legislative In- 
vestigating Commission heard apparent- 
ly conflicting testimony from racing 
board members and former board chair- 
man Alexander MacArthur. 


Itaclng board members Edward J. 


Long, Walter Rhodes and Robert Ebon 
disagreed with the former chairman on 
three points: 


I—Whether racing dates should have 


been awarded to racing associations 
owned primarily by William S Miller,' 
who has been Indicted In a bribery case. 


MacArthur said he thought the board 


was In favor of deriving dates to Miller, 
but the board later approved the sched- 
ule granting dates to Miller's racing as- 
sociation. 


2—Whether revenue to the state would 


be maximized if MacArthur's proposed 
schedule would have been approved over 
the schedule submitted by Long. 


3—If certain racing board members 


met secretly to discuss racing dates and 
to come to an agreement on the ap- 
proved schedule before it was voted upon 
by the entire board. 


The Investigating commission opened a 


scries of hearings yesterday in Chicago 
by direction of the Illinois House of Rep- 
resentatives. 


A HOUSE: resolution, adopted Dec. 15, 


ordered the commission to investigate 
the 1973 racing schedule, which tentative- 
ly opens April 19 at Arlington Park, to 
determine if any laws had been violated 
in awarding of dates. 


Former chairman MacArthur, who re- 


signed from the racing board as a result 
of approval of the 1973 schedule, told the 
commission that following public hear- 
ings on racing date applications in mid-

November, the board did not meet again 
until Nov. 24. He said the principal topics 
of discussion then were whether to award 
dates to Miller or to "paper" racing as- 
sociations, groups that do not own their 
own race tracks. 


MacArthur said he thought the board

had come to an agreement to deny dates 
to Miller, but when it reconvened again 
Nov. 28, commissioner Long pulled a new 
schedule from his pocket. It was ap- 
proved by a 4 to 3 vote just 15 minutes 
later, MacArthur said. 


MacArthur said he had never seen the 


new schedule before that time and that it 
took him "completely by surprise." He 
said he thought It was "terrible." Arling- 
ton Park is not equipped for cold-weath- 
er racing, MacArthur said. 


MacArthur said that when somebody 


brings out a new schedule and others 
agree with it, he (MacArthur) would 
have to say it was conceived elsewhere. 


MACARTHUR SAID that shortly after 


he resigned from the racing board, he 
received an anonymous phone call say- 
ing that the four commissioners who 
voted for Long's schedule — Long, 
Rhodes, Elson and Bernard Carey — had 
met in secret at the Bismark Hotel 


across the street from the state building 
in Chicago. 


The meeting was allegedly held just an 


hour before the official vote was taken 
on Long's schedule. 


But Long said neither he nor any other 


board members got together secretly to 
discuss racing dates. He testified that at 
the Nov. 24 meeting, he presented a pro- 
posal for a complete racing schedule 
which was discussed by the board. Over 
the following weekend, he said, he re- 
vised his first schedule, coming up with 
the schedule he showed to the board Nov. 
28, the schedule that was finally ap- 
proved. 


Carey, who with Elson and Rhodes 


voted In favor of Long's schedule, is 
slated to testify before the commission 
today. 


Although it had taken only 15 minutes 


to approve Long's schedule, the an- 
nouncement of racing dates was post- 


poned for four hours. MacArthur said 
vesterday that the time was taken up by 
the four board members approving the 
1973 schedule, who tried to pursuade Mac- 
Arthur not to file a minority report or to 
hold a press conference on the schedule. 


MacArthur and Commissioner Gerald 


Fitzgerald have filed a minority report. 
Commissioner Joseph Lamendclla has 
filed a separate report. 


MacARTHUU AND the three board 


members testifying yesterday also dis- 
agreed on whether the approved sched- 
ule would lessen the amount of revenue 
to be taken in by the state, which gets a 
share of the betting handle. 


Although tho Legislative Investigating 


Commission cannot do anything about 
the racing dates already approved, Atty. 
General William Scott has filed suit in 
Cook County Circuit Court to have the 
1973 schedule thrown out. The first court 
hearing is scheduled for Jan 11.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The day after 


the Nov. 7 election, the congressman 
from Chicago went back to his campaign 
headquarters and looked again at the 
rows of figures. They didn't tell him why 
he'd lost. 


Rep. Abncr J. Mikva felt certain of one 


thine. What he Mood for, what he did, 
what he said, how he had performed In 
the capital — these things had nothing to 
do with It. 


"It really hurts lo lose," he said 


recently, still surprised at how much it 
hurts. "You know, it really docs hurt." 


ELKCTEO TO CONGRESS In 1969 at 


age 42, he Rave up a comfortable law 
practice, sold an Interest In a radio sta- 
tion, settled his family into the Virginia 
suburbs and set to work. He knew he 
would not reshape the world, but he wel- 
comed a bit role on the stage of national 
government. 


Within two years, awe had given way 


lo dismay. "What have we done for thu 
people?" he asked a reporter In anguish 
at the end of his first term. "The quality 
of life: Is it any better for Congress hav- 
ing met these two years?" 


Sorely sad to have been turned out of 


office, he had bct-n sorely frustrated in 
office. He thinks the House has designed 
Its procedures in a manner calculated to 
avoid difficult issues and to squeeze life 
and controversy from debate when prob- 
lems finally can no longer be Ignored. 


"When the country was going up In 


smoke over Cambodia, what were we de- 
bating on the floor? Fees for admission 
lo national parks!" he says, outrage 
creeping In. 


"IN CO.MMITTEi:. you wring all the 


controversy out of an Issue — behind 
closed doors, away from the people. 
Then when It gets to the floor, you pre- 
tend there's no price lo be paid for the 
legislation being debated. That's non- 
sense! 


"Kvcry law has Its price. Every law 


gives and takes. Not only what we spend, 
but when we pass a criminal law, we arc 
restraining a certain kind of conduct. 
Well, let's face it; let's debate it. 


"The notion that you just don't do that 


In public Is just plain unfortunate, 


"And for these great problems before 


tha country, why can't we find a legisla- 
tive handle, a way to get them before the 
forum? Hijackings — why hasn't that Is- 
sue debated in the House? Why didn't we 
talk about dealing with Cuba or going 
through the United Nations?" 


Foil AM. HIS misgivings, Mikva 


achieved an unusual degree of success 
and attention — for a newcomer. 


A 
down-the-llne 
liberal, 
he 
won 


notoriety In some circles for sponsoring a 
gun control bill that would have solved 
the problem by the simple expedient of 
outlawing the manufacture of pistols and 
rc\ elvers, ills solution went farther than 
any seriously considered in the gun-shy 
House, but he did manage to win hear- 
ings on his proposition. 


He helped steer the 10-year-old vote 


through the House and worked hard on 
prison reform and District of Columbia 
matters. He was a member of a band of 
liberals 
that drummed 
the antiwar 


theme, and he thinks It did some good In 
hastening the day of peace. 


Once in. most congressmen tend to 


stay in congress. Attention to the con- 
cerns of constituents, familiarity, ex- 
posure, a willingness to mirror the dis- 
trict's viewpoint and the political reali- 
ties that put him there in the first place 
all work to favor the incumbent. Mikva 
breezed to reelection Inl970. 


IN I8T2. denied lib old safe Democratic 


Inner-city district by a redistricting plan 
adopted by the Illinois Legislature, he 
was forced to seek reelection from Chi- 
cago's plush north and northwest sub- 
urbs, an area that hadn't sent a Demo- 
crat to Congress since 1892. 


"I knew it was going to be close," he 


said "but even as late as election day, I 
thought I had enough Independent voles 
to make it. It looked like McGovcrn 
wouldn't do any worse than Humphrey 


did In '63. Humphrey lost the district by 
35,000. If McGovern could have done as 
well, I would have squeaked through." 


But when the votes were counted, the 


district had given President Nixon a 
58,000-votc edge over McGovern. Re- 
publican Samuel II. Young beat Mikva 
by 7,439 votes. 


"The week before the election we can- 


vassed 200,000 voters and I had 42 per 
cent to Young's 22 per cent. But I 
couldn't overcome that Nixon lead. With 
voting machines, you can only count on a 
certain amount of people splitting their 
ballots. And In that district, when in 
doubt they vote Republican." 


The next day, at campaign headquar- 


ters, Mikva studied the figures. "We 
talked about whether there was anything 
we might have done different. There was 
some satisfaction In knowing it had been 
a good campaign." 


ALTHOUGH EDMUND S. Muskic had 


been his prc-convention choice for the 
Democratic presidential nomination and 
he didn't agree with McGovern's han- 
dling of the welfare and tax reform Is- 
sues, Mikva did not try to put a wall 
between himself and the McGovcrn cam- 
paign. 


He felt that a candidate owes it to his 


party to support its ticket and, anyway, 
voters would not respect a candidate who 
runs away from his party's presidential 
candidate. 


His own opponent, Mikva feels, ran "a 


Chollner campaign — attack, attack, at- 
tack" — and distorted Mikva's record, 
but he reserves his real anger for an 
anonymous group, the "Society Against 
Mikva," financed, he suspects, by the 
gun lobby and "in violation of all kinds 
of federal law." It mailed anti-Mikva, 
unsigned literature all over the district. 
He still wants the U.S. attorney to in- 
vestigate. 


"The hardest part was coming bock to 


Washington the first time after the elec- 
tion," he said. "People are so darn nice 
— but when they start expressing their 
sympathies you have to go through the 
whole thing again, just after you finally 
started adjusting your mechanisms." 


OUT OF OFFICE, out of work, out of 


sorts, Mikva figures he also is out about 
$190,000 as a result of having been a con- 
gressman for two terms. 


As a partner in a law firm, he was 


earning 575,000 a year and his income 
was increasing steadily before his elec- 
tion to a job paying $42,500. That pro- 
duced a net loss in earnings of $130,000 
over the four years. 


In Congress, he says, he spent an aver- 


age of $15,000 a year from his savings. 


"For a while I paid an extra person on 


my staff out of my own funds. Then 
there was the printing cost for news- 
letters. And there's what I call the Mist 
syndrome." 


"You wind up on everybody's charity 


list. You Just can't turn down every wor- 
thy cause. If someone knocks himself out 
for you in your campaign and then asks 
you to buy some tickets to a fund-raiser 
for his' favorite cause, politics, friendship 
and conscience all say you have to do it. 


"THAVEL IS A tremendous expense. 


There's a certain minimum number of 
times when you really have to get your 
family back home — just to prove to 
people that they do exist. And if you play 
It the other way, and they live in the 
district while you're in Washington, there 
arc a couple of occasions when you'll 
need them in Washington. 


"I figure every trip home cost me 


about $200 In meals and for a hotel room, 
In addition to the air fare. That's $110. I 
averaged two or three trips home a 
month. During the campaign, I was fly- 
ing back and forth a couple of times a 
week." 


Mikva thinks congressional pay ought 


to rise to $60,000. "There's always a sac- 
rifice in politics, and I don't say that's 
unreasonable. But It shouldn't be so 
great that it becomes a deterrent. 


"It Is an expensive hobby — and that's 


too bad. The more we underpay public 
servants, the less we're going to get of 
the kind of government we want. A lot of 
people arc just frozen out of govern- 
ment." 


DESPITE THE sacrifice and the pain 


of defeat, Mikva says he would do it over 
again. But will be run again? 


"I don't know. I can't afford it now, 


I've got to find a law practice. And I'm 
tired. It was a grueling campaign — on 
me. on my family and my friends. I 
called on them to do superman things; 
whether they're tired or not, I'm tired of 
Imposing on them. I don't know if I'll 
ever run again for anything."

Governor's Call For A Special Session Raises Hackles

Reaction of legislators in both parties 


to Gov. Richard B. Ogilvlc's summons to 
yet mother special session of the 77th 
General Assembly ranged from anger to 
disgust to resignation. 


The governor has ordered the Legisla- 


ture to convene on Tuesday, Jan. 2, 
which would give it barely the minimum 
time to vote pay raises for new state ofli- 
clali who will be sworn in on Jan. 8.

Few legislators seem to dispute the 


governor's proposed pay raises. A chief 
point of contention, by both Republicans

and Democrats, Is that Atty. Gen. Wil- 
liam J. Scott, now paid $30,000 annually, 
receives less money than the Cook Coun- 
ty state's attorney ($42,200). 


BUT MANY AIIE angered by the fact 


that the question of pay raises could 
have been settled at any time during the. 
last year, and the do-nothing session a 
week before Christmas resulted in a 
stalemate between the leadership bicker- 
ing over pay proposals. 


Rep. Eugenia S. Chapman, D-Arlington 


Heights, conceded that she favors a pay 
raise for "poor Bill Scott" and other offi- 
cials — and also said she thinks the leg- 
islators deserve the $32-per-day expense 
allowance which Ogilvie wisely included 


in his call for the session. 


But she pointed out that simply paying 


the legislators the 11 cents per mile 
which they receive for travel to Spring- 
field amounts to a $10,000 or ili.OOO ex- 
pense to the taxpayers, not lo mention 
the cost of pay for legislative staff mem- 
bers who work only when the legislature 
is in session, the cost of priming the 
daily journal, or daily expenses to the 
legislators themselves. 


"That is a lot of money for a special 


session of such special interest," she de- 
clared. 


Mrs. Chapman also pointed out the dis- 


ruption to personal plans of legislators, 
many of whom are on vacation or ten- 
ding to personal business. She herself ac- 
cepted a speaking engagement in Okla- 
homa City on Saturday — the day the 
pay raises could be called to a Vote in 
the House — in the belief that the legisla- 
ture would not be reconvened. 


ONE OF THE arguments for the ne- 


cessity of the special session is that no 
salary has been established for the 
state's first' comptroller, Rep. George 
Lindbcrg of Crystal Lake, who will also 
be sworn in on Jan. 8. Some have ques- 
tioned whether the new legislature, 


which convenes Jan. 10, can vote a sala- 
ry for him after he takes office. 


However, the Legislature has appro- 


priated $15,000 for the comptroller's sala- 
ry for the first six months of next year, 
and Mrs. Chapman pointed out that there 
is precedent for allotting such appro- 
priated funds even though no specific 
pay raise has been approved. It hap- 
pened several years ago when the legis- 
lative salary went from $6,000 to $7,500.

With 55 members of the House of Rep- 


resentatives retiring, and others who 
may be unable to attend next week's spe- 
cial session, there remains the question 
of whether the.

Despite their disgruntlemcnt, however,

has been victimized for several years by 
vandals.

"I moved from Chicago to get away 


from this but what goes on here is worse 
than Chicago," she said. 


She said vandals have gone through 


the backyards slashing swimming pools 
In the summer. Two years ago she said, 
someone threw a brick through her front 
plate glass window. 


Coffee: Heart Attack Link? 


BOSTON (UPI) — A team of research- 


ers has found that coffee may be a factor 
In causing heart attacks. 


"The team found that people who drink 


more than five cups of coffee a day are 
twice as likely to suffer heart attacks as 
people who drink no coffee at all," a 
spokesman for Boston University Medi- 
cal Center said Wednesday night. 


The Coffee Information Institute, a 


New York based group which claims It 
represents the major members of the 
coffee Industry, said the Boston re- 
searchers' data "runs counter to over- 
whelming research evidence which In- 
dicates no correlation between coffee 
drinking and heart diseases." 


THE HE-SEAHCIIKILS, headed by Drs. 


Hershell Jlck and Dennis Slone, studied 
records of 276 heart patients at hospitals 
In the United States and other countries. 
They compared them to a control group 
of 1,100 hospital patients with similar 
backgrounds who suffered from other ail- 
ments. 


"They found that all of them varied 


very little In their medical history — a 
number of both groups smoked, for in- 
stance — but when they additionally 
compared 
their 
coffee consumption, 


that's where there was a really substan- 
tial difference," the spokesman said. 
"All of the heart attack victims con- 
sumed much greater quantities of cof- 
fee." 


Jick and Slonc did most of their work 


at the BU medical center, the spokesman 
said, comparing records from the other 
hospitals with the aid of computers. 


THE HOSPITALS used In the study 


were Massachusetts General, 
Boston 


State, Boston Veterans Administration, 
the Massachusetts Mental Health Center; 
Westminister and St. Joseph's In London, 
Ont.; 
Hebrew University and Hadassah 


in Jerusalem; Auckland Hospital In New 
Zealand; Roger Williams General and 
Brown University in Providence, R.I. 


The coffee Institute also said: "One 


long-term research project designed 
specifically to determine the factors In- 
volved in heart disease by the National 
Instituted of Health — the Framlngham 
Study, which observed 5,127 men and 
uomcn over a period of over 26 years — 
found, according to Dr. W. B. Knnncl, 
that 'coffee taken in reasonable amounts 
was not associated with any consistent 
heart disease risk."

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started her on the way to living with her- 
iclf — and her husband — again. She 
tried for a year with no luck to find out 
who that caller In the night was. 


Taml, like other new members, was 


told alcoholism Is a disease. The prob- 
lems It creates arc symptoms. She could 
learn to cope. 


She could learn to cope by detaching 


herself from the problem. Taml and the. 
others said that when you live with an 
alcoholic, alcohol Is at the center of all 
thought). It overshadows the good things 
In life, and Al-Anon tries to put some 
light on those shadows. 


Most of the members In the discussion 


said that for a long time they had tried 
to cope with their problems by them- 
selves. They would defend their spouses 
against outside attacks. They would col- 
lect bond money if their spouses were 
jailed for intoxication. They generally 
would try to cover up the fact that their 
spouses were alcoholics, usually denying 
it to themselves. 


But there is strength in numbers, they 


said. They learned from others' experi- 
ences that perhaps it is better to let their 
spouse sit in jail. Maybe he would realize 
that he has a problem. And running 
around collecting ball money only put ll'c 
pain of their spouses alcoholism on them-' 
selves.

THEY DEGAN TO abide by such slo- 


gans as "one day at a time." And at Al- 
Anon meetings, they would discuss the 12 
steps of AA, which Al-Anon also uses, 
even though It Isn't affiliated with AA. 


In the first step, Al-Anon members ad- 


mit they are powerless over alcohol, that 
their lives have become unmanageable. 


"I saw my wife drinking; but didn't 


recognize it as an illness," Jack said. "It 
was something I wanted to control, but 
could not." 


The remainder of the 12 steps are very 


spiritually oriented. Al-Anon members 
must realize and believe that only a 
higher power than themselves can help 
them. They must pray for that help. 
They must put their lives in the hands of 
a higher power. 


AL-ANON BELIEVES that alcoholism 


Is as much a disease of the spirit as it is 
of the mind and body. Thus the heavy 
spiritual emphasis. But religious dis- 
cussions are not allowed to creep Into Al- 
Anon meetings. For Peggy, Al-Anon it- 
self was what she considered her higher 
power. 
. Jean said that society made her feel 
like a martyr for "putting up" with her 
husbands alcoholism. But the 12 steps 
made her realize she could not solve her 
problem by herself, she said. 


Jack said he learned that while many 


family problems are a result of one 
spouse's alcoholism, not everything can 
be blamed on the alcoholic. He said he 
had a "short fuse when I found her (his 
wife) drinking. I went berserk with the 
kids." He found he could control the lat- 
ter problem, and he began to keep his 
temper under control. He called the 
change at home "miraculous." 


Peggy said the 12 steps help members 


talk about their problems freely, some- 
thing non-member spouses of alcoholics 


find difficult to do. She said talking to 
each other Is not based on "Misery loves _ 
company," but on understanding. 


The 12th step Instructs Al-Anon mem- 


bers to carry their message, their experi- 
ences to others with problems. And by 
bringing new members to the fold, the 
older members realize that the newer 
ones can provide a good deal of in- 
spiration and hope to the "old-timers." 


NEW MEMBERS often bring a fresh 


sense of hope, Peggy said. 


Jack said he was given fresh strength 


when one man, an Al-Anon member for 
only a short time, told Ills group ex- 
citedly that he had been able to sleep 
four nights during the preceding week. 
That was something the man hadn't been 
able to do for years, Jack said. 


Al-Anon wants to help even more 


people who are having problems as a re- 
sult of someone's alcoholism. This holi- 
day season and the problems it brings to 
families of alcholics make the Al-Anon 
offer even more necessary, the members 
said. 


The answering service is operative 24 


hours a day every day. An Al-Anon 
group meets day or night, Monday 
through Friday, so that there is at least 
one group convenient for anybody in the 
Northwest suburbs. There are men's 
groups, -women's groups and mixed 
groups. 


And no one need ever know your name. 
Al-Anon wants to help bring peace of 


mind to those afflicted by someone's al-' 
cohollsm, the members said. They want 
to help others find comfort, comfort that 
can be summed up in the serenity pray- 
er: 


"God, grant me the serenity to accept 


the things I cannot change, courage to 
change the things I can and wisdom to 
know the difference."

Drivers Must Know Their 
Tires For Whiter Safety 


Driving accidents go up at a chilling 


pace In winter because too many persons 
do not understand the relationship be- 
tween the traction their tires provide and 
their ability to get out of a tight situ- 
ation, according to Prof, Archie II. East- 
cm, director of the motor vehicle re- 
search laboratory at the University of 
Wisconsin. 


Ea.iton said skid tests offer author- 


itative results that can help any driver 
cope more effectively with winter condi- 
tions. 


In considering the comparative per- 


formance of different types of tires and 
traction aids on Ice, Eastun quoted these 
findings: 


—Bias belted lircs (the type on most 


new cars) provide a slight edge in brak- 
ing and Unction on ice, as compared 
with bias tires. Contrary to popular opin- 
ion, the stopping and pulling ability of 
radial tires is slightly less than bias-bel- 
ted tires. In cornering ability, tests in- 
dicate little difference among the three 
type* of tires In the four domestic brands 
tested. 


—Conventional snow tires 
(without 


studs) are actually slightly Inferior in 
stopping ability on ice when compared 
with regular tires. However, as their 
name suggests, snow tires perform bet- 
tcr on loosely packed snow where they 
produce SI per cent better pulling or 
traction ability than regular highway 
tires. On glare ice, their traction ability 
Is about 21) PIT cent better than regular 
tires. 


-STUDDED SNOW tires on rear 


wheels reduce stopping distances on Ice 
by about 19 per cent. 


—The old standby — reinforced tire 


chains — arc still best. They reduce 
braking distances on ice SO per cent. 
They produce from four to seven times 


the pulling ability of conventional tires 
under conditions from glare ice to loose 
snow. 


EASTON WAS quick to point out that 


while these traction aids produce consid- 
erable Improvements in both traction 
and braking ability, they do not improve 
cornering ability appreciably when used 
on the rear wheels only. 


"The only reasonable means of reduc- 


ing skid-wrecks Is to slow down suf- 
ficiently to compensate for winter's ad- 
verse conditions," Easton warned. "Re- 
gardless of the type of traction aid used, 
at no time on snow or Ico will the result- 
ing traction be near that of conventional 
tires on dry pavement." 


Easton Is particularly concerned by 


sharp Increases in skidding accidents in 
winter months. 


"MANY DHIVEKS fail to recognize 


the hazard when changing from wet and 
dry pavement operation to snow—or Ice- 
slick surfaces," he reported. "The first 
tiling a driver must do is to develop a 
sense of 'feel' for the road surface. He 
must constantly be aware of how much 
— or how little — traction he actually 
has for maneuvering." 


He said this "feel" can best be devel- 


oped by gently trying the brakes or using 
short bursts of acceleration to find out if 
the tires slip or spin. If they do, the driv- 
er must slow down and do all maneuver- 
ing with a delicate touch — on the steer- 
Ing wheel, on the accelerator, and on the 
brake pedal. 


"The driver who understands how to 


use the traction he actually has available 
and knows how to develop a 'feel' of the 
road should have little trouble with the 
skid type of accident," Easton con- 
cluded. "There's no way a skid should bo 
used as an excuse for an accident if road 
conditions arc known!"

Herald Editorials 
Goodbye, 
Bill Fremd 


There's been loo much passing 


away lately. There's been too 
much loss and too much sadness. 
There's been too many good-byes 
and loo many ended journeys. 


Harry Truman died this week 


and his passing signaled the world- 
wide eulogies to which this former 
President was entitled. 


But preceding Mr. Truman in 


death was another gentleman of 
firm and honest reputation whose 
accolades will not be as far reach- 
ing but whose passing will be just 
as deeply full in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


Dead a! age 70 is 
William 


Fromd, a man who devoted vir-

tually all his life to helping the chil- 
dren of Palatine and Schaumburg 
Townships obtain a better educa- 
tion. 


.William Fremd served a total of 


44 years on elementary and secon- 
dary school boards. Me became a 
board member in Palatine Town- 
ship when there were only a half 
dozen schools serving mostly farm 
families in the area. 


Now. the educational systems in 


Palatine arc regarded as some of 
the best in the state, Including a 
high school named after Fremd, 
the friend of the children. 


Like many of his generation, 


William Fremd saw this area blos- 
som from farmland to suburbs. Ho 
kept pace with these changes over 
the years and contributed his deep 
understanding of this area to the 
betterment of the school systems 
he served. 


Although he was termed an 


educator in later years, Mr. Fremd 
did not possess the degrees accre- 
dited educators bestow on each 
other to convince the outside world 
of their expertise. Instead, William 
Fromd continued to run a farm un- 
til as late as 19G3 when he retired 
from the soil which iiad been his 
home. 


Frcmd's worth to the Northwest 


suburbs could not be measured in 
degrees on the wall, anyway. He 
was a simple man with logical and 
rock hard principles. His values 
were those of the rural community 
which nurtured him: charity, thrift 
and perscrveran'ce. 


Hill Fremd received high praise 


when he decided to retire. The U.S. 
Commissioner of Education 
con- 


gratulated him for his "steadfast 
service to the schools and youth of 
Palatine." Honors were given him 
by the Illinois General Assembly. 


In all, he remained much the 


same person who came to a school 
board meeting in 1928 and found 
himself elected to the board. He 
stayed on that elementary district 
board 
until 
1946 and 
was 
in- 


strumental in the consolidation of 
several rural districts into what is 
now Dist. 15. His service on the 
High School Dist. 211 board often 
coincided with lu's other board 
work. 


He was a remarkable man with 


great depth and love for the 
schools he built. 


We have all lost something with 


his passing.

Shield Law: 


To Aid Public 


Amid the growing apprehension In 


press circles about legal actions directed 
against newsmen, many share the resid- 
ual conviction that the ultimate outcome 
will be a federal law spelling out the 
rights of the press to protect confidential 
sources of information. 


Indeed, there are now 21 legislative 


proposals before Congress which address 
themselves to the question of newsmen 
and their testimony before grand juries 
or other bodies. Few of these laws have 
any real teeth, however, and there is a 
general feeling that a good many news- 
men will find themselves sitting out jail 
terms before the problem is resolved. 


A Republican from Connecticut, Sen. 


Lowell P. Wcicker Jr., has come forth, 
however, with a legislative proposal 
which appears to be the closest thing yet 
to resolving the question of what news- 
men must and must not reveal to the 
police, the courts, the Congress, the 
grand jury or other governmental agen- 
cies. 


The bill is almost certain to be wel- 


comed by the press because of two provi- 
sions: 


—A clause granting "absolute" protec- 


tion of the identity of sources of informa- 
tion before grand juries, congressional 
committees, commissions, governmental 
departments and agencies attempting to 
establish the fact that a crime has been 
committed. Weicker points out that this 
would preclude using reporters and edi- 
tors as tools in "fishing expeditions" and 
would prevent attempts to use the free 
press as an investigative arm of the gov- 
ernment. 


—A provision stating that, in open 


court, the prosecution would be required 
to establish that uncovering of a news- 
man's source would be directly relevant

•York speech before some 250 lawyers 
little more than two weeks ago, the pro- 
posed law is not a "newsman's privilege 
law." The point, he declared, is not to 
protect newsmen. 


"Rather," he said, "we must protect a 


Constitutional right we all have in the 
free flow of news. If newsmen are forced 
to reveal their sources, there is every 
danger that some of those sources will 
dry up." 


What needs protecting, said Wcicker, 


is a right granted to the people by the 
Constitution, and not some special status 
for a guy who happens to carry a note- 
book and a pencil. 


In his reasoned remarks before the as- 


sembled 
attorneys, 
Wcicker warned 


against the danger of retreating from 
turmoil and seeking tranquility by giving 
up "little snippets of freedom" to greater 
governmental control. 


"It's tempting," he said, "to give up a 


little bit of liberty for a little more order 
. . . The German and Italian people 
found out how tempting it was when 
they started doing that in the 30's.. .and 
in the end, they lost all of their liber- 
ties. .." 


He added, "At the very heart of liberty 


Is the right of the public to know all the 
news without interference from the gov- 
ernment."

Your financial low, if your house Is 


burglarized, will be just under $500. 
That's the overage, as reported In a re- 
cent study for the National Institute of 
Law Enforcement. 


You can do a number of things, it In- ' 


dlcates, to cut the odds on being burglar- 
ized. The title of the report Is "Patterns 
of Burglary," and out of the patterns 
emerge some unexpected conclusions 
about how, when and why people arc 
burglarized. 


FIrit off, forget the conventional pic- 


ture of the burglar as a somewhat 
paunchy, middle-aged guy In a mask, 
with a sack on his shoulder, who Invades 
your house somewhere between 1 and 3 
A.M. He's a teenager — or at least under 
23 — who hits you most often In broad 
daylight. The study reports that GO per 
cent of residential burglaries occur be- 
tween to a.m. and 4 p.m. 


Chances are he'll get in through your 


front door, or a nearby window. Study of 
police records "showed a marked prefer- 
ence for frontdoors and windows." But 
don't, of course, neglect equipping other 
entry points with burglar-resistant locks. 
Burglars simply use the easiest or most 
convenient entry. 


Sl'nimnAMTES It appears, tend to 


be careless about such things. Doors and 
windows arc forced open more often In 
the cities — probably because "city 
duellers may be more security con- 
scious." making force necessary, "as op- 
posed to suburbanites who make it rela- 
tively easy for the intruder with their 
carelessness about security." 


The first rule. then, would simply be 


"lock up" — almost too obvious, but one 
that's evidently neglected by a large 
number of victims. 


There's no particular season for bur- 


glaries. No correlation could be found be- 
tween burglary rates and the season of 
the year, the year, the month, or the day 


of the week — except that the rate docs 
not rise, as you might expect, on week- 
ends. The report's authors label "sur- 
prising" the extent to which "residential 
burglary Is a daytime, weekday phe- 
nomenon." 


What's your burglar going to steal ? 


Easy. He wants whatever can be most 
readily converted to cash. "The bur- 
glar," the report notes, "keeps up with 
the changing value of Items, and as a re- 
sult now steals more television sets than 
horses." 


IN FACT he heavily favors, after cash, 


"home entertainment equipment" —-ra- 
dios, stereo gear, etc. "No other single 
category of goods comes close to cither 
of these two In relative popularity as 
burglarizablc Items." Police depart- 
ments strongly urged keeping a record of 
serial numbers. It's also wise not to put 
the hi fl on display where It can be easily 
seen through a front window. 


Warding off burglars comes in two 


parts. First, there's good physical secur- 
ity — locks. Second, psychological war- 
fare. 


You've seen the injunction to leave 


lights on when the house is vacant at 
night. Fine — but use your head. "The 
burglar Is often notified of the victim's 
absence," the report notes, "by the lone 
living room light shining away brightly 
at 3 o'clock In the morning." 


One highly effective weapon of psy- 


chological warfare Is available to the 
householder. Says an expert of burglar- 
ious behavior: "A burglar will usually 
commit a burglary, once he has decided 
to do it, unless he encounters onu par- 
ticular Indicator: noise. Any kind of 
noise creates uncertainty. Noise is the 
burglar's main concern and fear." 


A good alarm — one that will raise the 


neighbors, and bring the police — would 
seem to be one of the better investments 
in burglary Insurance.

Appraiser Licensing Bill Weighed 


The initial hearing on a proposed real 


estate appraiser licensing bill was held 
In Chicago yesterday. 


John Lanigan, Illinois commissioner of 


savings and loan associations, proposed 
the session to hear opinions of the bill, 
the proposed Illinois Real Estate Licens- 
ing Act of 1973. 


Opposition from appraiser groups was 


presented at the session. As announced 
earlier, four organizations had voted not 
to endorse Lanigan's proposed licensing 
bill because it was "not in the best public 
Interest and did not adequately provide 
for professional standards." 


AN ALTERNATE appraiser licensing 


bill may be presented by the organiza- 
tions. The appraiser groups objecting to 
Lanigan's bill ore: Society of Real Es- 
tate Appraisers; American Institute of 
R e a l Estate Appraisers; 
American 


Society of Appraisers; and the Illinois 
Society of Professional Farm Managers 
and Appraisers. 


Alan E. Woldman, president elect of 


the Illinois Chapter, American Instltue 6f 
Real Estate Appraisers, said the pro- 
posed bill "leaves large areas uncov- 
ered" In the licensing procedure. He 
added, "You have to get experience in 
appraising — things you can't learn in a 
classroom." 


Lanigan's proposal outlines a licensing 


procedure to be administered by the 
state Department of Registration and 
Education. It would apply to all persons 
who appriase (estimate value of) real es- 
tate for compensation. 


The so-called "grandfather clause" hi 


the bill would allow persons who now 
practice realty appraisal to waive the in- 
itial examination. Recertlflcation of 
these Individuals could be required at a 
later date, however, to asasure minimum 
levels of competency. 


The examinations set up to determine 


eligibility for a license would test the ap- 
plicants ability to estimate the value of 
real estate, as well as a knowledge of the 
English language, appraisal terms and 
subject areas, as market data analysis, 
related to the field. A board of exam-

It has a 56-gallon gas 
tank and gets three to four miles to the 
gallon. Hitler had a raised platform built 
into the cor to make him appear taller to 
parade audiences.

From Serious Doctor To Stage Cut-Up

When Richard Chamberlain breaks 


Into a light-hearted Jig with John Carra- 
dine in "The Fantasticks," he upsets all 
his earlier Images ... that of the dedi- 
cated young Dr. Kildarc and the serious 
classical actor. 
' 


Yet during on Interview over lunch 


with Chamberlain at Arlington Park 
Towers,, the young actor (everyone still 
considers him so even though he Is now 
In his middle thirties), appears again to 
have everything completely under con- 
trol, That frolic play Is merely saved for 
the stage we might safely assume. 


Though not In the least reticent, his 


tnblcsldc manner Is extremely docile and 
polite. And his precise diction, an out- 
come of his training in the English the- 
ater, further intensifies that first Impres- 
ilon. 


DOES UK MIND still being Identified 


with Kildarc though his career has since 
stocked up far more noteworthy accom- 
plishments? 


lie smiles. "I should be so lucky, 


right? The scries was a terrific break. 


"It did bother me for awhile, right 


when I was trying to break away from 
It," he continued. 


Most definitely the doctor's scries Isn't 


the usual sort of stage experience one 
would expect to prepare an actor for 
Shakespeare. 


But after the Dr. Kildarc scries ran 


itself out, Chamberlain left for England. 


"Especially since college I had al- 


ways wanted to try the. classics but not 
exclusively," he said. In 1969 he went on 
the Engllih stage In the title role of 
"Hamlet." 


"YES. IT WAS terribly difficult. I 


couldn't have jumped right In," said 
Chamberlain about the Hamlet role. 


"If the director had not agreed to work 


with me. I could never have done It. It 
takes so much more energy and techni- 
cal skill, even just sheer physical 
strength," 


And Chamberlain continues to recount 


how he developed his manner of speak- 
ing, because "Americans don't put as 
much emphasis on conversation as the 
English do. It's something we Ignore. A 
part of the charm of our casual living I 
guess, but It doesn't help when trying to 
play Shakespeare. 


"Not that one has to play Shakespeare, 


with an English accent but you do need 
real voice skill." 


Chamberlain has no favorite role. "I 


always fall In love with the role I'm cur- 
rently playing. I cannot make a com- 
parison. I'd love to ploy Hamlet again on 
stage," he continued, "but In about three 
years. 


"I'm really loving the "The Fantast- 


icks,", the production In which he is cur- 
r e n 11 y starring at Arlington Park 
Theatre. It's his first time In the musi- 
cal. 


"WHILE THERE arc some serious 


points, It's almost pure fun," he said. 


"There are two productions I've al- 


ways wanted to do — 'The Fantasticks' 
and "The Lady's Not For Burning.' Now 
I've done both." 


(Chamberlain starred In "The Lady's 


Not For Burning" at Chlchcstcr, Eng- 
land, earlier this year.) 


What about another scries? 


"I don't particularly want one right 


now. I enjoy all this variety. That's the 
fun of acting. But a scries . . . that's 
nice, too. It's fabulous when it happens 
right at the beginning of your career (as 
it certainly did for Chamberlain) and it 
w o u l d be Ideal to do one later 
on ... 
land one when you're ready to 


retire." 


EARLIER, THIS month, Chamberlain 


starred as King Edward VIII In the tele- 
vision special "The Woman I Love," a 
drama based on the romance of the late 
Duke of Windsor and 
Mrs. Wallls 


Simpson. 


In answer to the criticism of many TV 


critics, that the special was "dull and too 
much like a soap opera" Chamberlain 


paused and said, "I never know how to 
react to the critics. The script had to be 
respectful and uncontrovcrsial. I thought 
It was very nice. Anyway, I kind of like 
soap operas," he laughed. "I don't think 
a little soap hurt anyone. 


"It was difficult to dramatizc'and stick 


to the historical facts without invading 
the family's privacy but I found it to be 
a fascinating story." 


But so much for the past. When "The 


Fantasticks" closes Chamberlain Is plan- 
ning to get away for a holiday. 


"I'd love to get some friends together 


and go to Mexico. I've been working sol- 
id for a year and a half now." 


BUT SOMETHING else is under fire 


that may Immediately tie up Chamber- 
lain and rob him of his intended vaca- 
tion. 


"But I don't mind that either," he said. 


It must be a miserable sort of life if you 
don't care about what you're doing. Like 
bickering kinds of marriages. When you 
spend so much time together, If it's not 
rewarding why bother?" 


For sure an easy statement for Cham- 


berlain to make since he has been able to 
so cosily fulfill his own vocation. 


And he docs admit, "I've been incred- 


ibly lucky but I create my own struggles 
in taking on difficult challenges." 


Watching the actor eat his lunch, just 


steak and cottage cheese, suggests the 
same kind of- discipline that seemingly 
accompanies him throughout his life- 
style. And so you naturally have to ask 
the 37-year-old actor, even though the an- 
swer Is easy to predict, If he works at 
staying trim? 


"When I'm working I follow a very 


high protein diet," he said. "I find it 
gives me more energy ... but I do eat 
a lot." 


• IN ADDITION ho exercises daily. "I 
don't feel good unless I do. I don't go to a 
gym. I manage where I am. It's Inter* 
csting what one can Improvise. For In- 
stance ono can do pull ups on the door. 
"I've got to be hi good shape. I feel it is 
part of my Job."

In The Waltons Cult

HOLLYWOOD — (NEA) — It seems 


like every season there's a television 
show which becomes a cult with Its fans. 
Generally, these shows don't succeed 
with the bulk of the public. They're loo 
special. 


The Waltons Is 1972's cult show. It's too 


early to tell whether It will be renewed 
for next season or not but Its adherents 
arc complete fanatics. In Its way, It's 
like Star Trek, whose fans still circulate 
a mngailno about It, long after Its de- 
mise. 


The odd thing about The Waltons cult 


Is that It Includes the cast among Its 
members. The Star Trek crew treated 
their scries strictly as a job. But The 
Wallons' cast arc as fanatic about the 
show as the viewing cult members. 


On the set of the CBS show, on the 


back lot at The Burbank Studio, the 11 
members of the fictional Walton family 
were hard at work. But everything 
stopped when one of the staff showed up 
with the latest ratings. 


It was up to 28 that week. And they oil 


smiled and cheered and acted as though 
it was the greatest news since the end of 
World War II. 


"I must tell Charlie," one cast mem- 


ber said. (Charlie Is a fictional name, to 
protect the guilty). "He's always so pes- 
simistic about the show. He keeps saying 
the scripts are awful and that we're go- 
Ing to be canceled. He's terrible. We 
have the best show in the business." 


They take a tremendously personal In- 


terest In the show, all of them, from the 
grandparents (Will Gecr and Ellen Cor- 
by) through the parents (Ralph Waite 
and Michael Learned) to the seven chil- 
dren 
(a group headed by Richard 


Thomas). 


They go out of their way to answer 


letters from the cult members, who go 
out of their way to dream up questions 
which are very specific. In one episode, 
they showed the parents' bed, a genuine 
antique. One viewer wrote In, asking 
about the bed. 


Richard Thomas got the letter and did 


some real research, consulting 
the 


show's set decorator and then going to 
the library. He found out all about the 
bed and even dug up an old Scars Roe-. 
buck catalogue page and sent it to the 
viewer. 


People have written in to ask about the 


big tree In the Waltons' front yard, the 
tree which has a rubber tire hanging 
from It which the children use as a 
swing. 


Will Gecr, who has the greenest thumb 


In show business, always gets those let- 
ters. He explains that It's a Brazilian 
pepper tree. 


"It's really not right for the region 


we're showing," ho says. The show sup- 
posedly takes place In Virginia. "But It 
closely resembles the locust, which 
would Iw authentic. So I don't think It's 
bad — it would take a botanist to tell one 
from the other on the home screen." 


The seven children on the show seem 


like real brothers and sisters not like ac- 
tors. There is a lot of sibling-like horse- 
play on the set. At one point, Eric Scott, 
who plays Ben, was being annoyed by 
the Incessant giggling of Kami Colter, 
who plays the youngest Walton, Eliza- 
beth. 


"Kami, you cut that out," Eric said, 


"or I'll have a birdie pick you up and fly 
away with you." 


They all go to school (except for 


Thomas) in a room set aside for the two 
teachers, Catherine Dccncy and Ruth 
Victor, In the farmhouse. Miss Dcency 
teaches the three youngest, Miss Victor 
the three older children. 


"O.K., cut it, print It," says director 


Harry Harris. "Now go to school kid- 
dies." 


And the six will turn and race back to 


their desks. 


"I've done so much junk," Ellen Corby 


said, "that It's nice to be with something 
I'm proud of." 


(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.) 


"EVERYTHING HAS 
BEEN such a 


learning experience," said Richard 
Chamberlain about his career. He is 


currently cast In the role of the nar- 
rator in a musical, "The Fantasticks," 
now at Arlington Park Theatre. 


But then his constitution lets down and 


Chamberlain becomes a little bit more 
like the rest of us, only human, by order- 
ing apple pic a la mode. 


However, with a car now at his dis- 


posal and a new hot plate installed In 
his 
room, Chamberlain is making 


frequent trips to the grocery store in or-

AND StmPIUSINGLY most of the

A 'Watched-Over' Project 


THE 11 MEMBERS of the fictional 
Walton family arc as fanatic about 
their show as the viewers. It is still 


too early to tell if it will be renewed 
for another season.

HOLLYWOOD (NEA) - By now, prac- 


tically everyone has read the biggest 
bestseller In years, Richard 
Bach's 


"Jonathan Livingston Seagull." Every- 
one who has rend it believed that here 
was one book which would never — could 
never — be made into a movie. (Most 
thought this of "Everything You Always 
Wanted to Know About Sex . . .") 


.Wrong again. Meet Hall Bartlctt, the 
intrepid producer who has bought Sea- 
gull and Is in the process of filming it. 
Bartlett is a Hollywood veteran. His lat- 
est film is "The Wild Pack," wlilch orlgi- 
nolly bore the more descriptive and ap- 
propriate title, "The Sandpit Generals." 


He feels that "Jonathan Livingston 


Seagull" will be a classic film, as he 
similarly feels the book is already a clas- 
sic book. But he realizes there may be 
problems ahead. 


"I'm flying In the face of everything," 


he says. "In this era of violent, sexy pic- 
tures this Is one which preaches love and 
goodness." 


You might expect, if somebody decided 


to make a movie out of a bunch of sea- 
gulls and their philosophical adventures, 
it would be done either with animation or 
else with people dressed up in seagull 
suits. 


Wrong again. Bartlett Is using real sea- 


gulls. The birds are being trained by Hol- 
lywood's foremost birdman, Ray Ber- 
wick, who mude Hitchcock's 
"The 


Birds" what it was. They have found 13 
"star" birds, 55 "supporting" birds and 
150 "extra" birds. 


There is a curious story behind how 


they found 'the bird who will play the 
lead. Bartlett and Berwick were having 
dinner at a restaurant in Carmel. They 
were seated by a window which had lou- 
vers at the bottom and there was a plat- 
form outside. The patrons would throw 
bits of rolls onto the platform and the 


seagulls would flock down to have a 
snack. 


"I noticed ono bird," Bartlett says, 


"who was very aggressive. He'd keep 
all the others away. Both Ray and I felt 
he was a special bird. But there seemed 
to be no way to catch him until Berwick 
got an idea. He put his hand through the 
louvers, palm up, with a piece of fish in 
his hand. 


"The bird came right to him and Ber- 


wick grabbed it by the beak and pulled 
him through the louvers. He was squawk- 
Ing and fighting but Berwick knows how 
to handle birds. He borrowed myj jacket, 
wrapped him up in it and we took him 
outside to the station wagon. 


"Then we had to come back £nd ex- 


plain to the other patrons whp were 


find 


about to call the police, that wi 
had a 


license from the state to catch dulls for 
the film." 


That Incident Is an example < f Bart- 


lett's feelings that this is a "v atched- 
over1' project. He says he thi iks the 
book was watched over and so far the 
film has been, too. 


. Richard Bach basically had Icon an 
unsuccessful author — a few p iblished 
books, nothing exceptional. One day he 
was walking along a deserted beach and 
there was a voice in his ear, saying three 
words: "Jonathan Livingston Seagull." 


He was frightened. He had never been 


a particularly religious or spiritual man. 
But the voice was strong, so he went 
home and sat at his typewriter. And the 
first of the book's three parts came to 
him. He wrote them down. 


But nothing happened. He couldn't sell 


it. Eight years dragged by and by now 
Bach had a wife and six children. And 
then he heard the voice again, the same 
voice, the same three words. 


He went home and this time the second 


and final parts of the book came into his 


head and he typed them quickly. It took 
him the better part of a day, rummaging 
through old cartons and trunks, until ho 
found the first part. The three parts 
matched perfectly. 


Still, he couldn't sell it for a long time 


until, eventually, a small aviation maga- 
zine bought the story — for $200. It was 
one of the magazine's readers who sug- 
gested that it should be published as a 
book. So Bach sent it to many publishers, 
who rejected it. 


Finally, Macmillan bought it. But they 


wanted many photos of seagulls to go 
with the text. Bach went to a photo- 
grapher friend and asked if he knew any- 
body who could take some pictures of 
seagulls. 


The friend smiled and went to a shelf 


and dragged down a box. It was full of 
seagull pictures. He had once gotten a 
commission from some foundation to 
take pictures of seagulls but nothing had 
ever happened. 


Again, you see, the project 
was 


watched over. 


Bartlett's part in it has a strange fea- 


ture, too. A girl friend who read the book 
— even after it was published, it didn't 
make the best-seller list for 18 months — 
and suggested he read it. But he dallied 
and didn't read it for weeks. When he 
finally did, he knew he wanted to film it. 


He called Bach who said he was just 


about to sign a deal with David Wolpcr 
to do it — and he would have already 


• signed, but somebody was ill so the deal 


was delayed. 


Bach wanted to do it with Bartlett be- 


cause he felt Bartlett saw it as he did — 
with live seagulls and a voice-over narra- 
tion. So he signed with Bartlett. 


Maybe somebody up there likes the 


idea of "Jonathan Livingston Seagull" 
becoming a Hall Bartlett movie. It could 
be a very wise old seagull. 


(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.) 
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I did something the other day I haven't 


done for ages, and had a ball. Let me 
explain: 


One of the diversions which keeps me 


out of the bridge clubs and away from

unique and fascinating. We saw a collec- 
tion of ancient Greek coins, Egyptian 
jewelry. 
Oklnawan . wedding clothes, 


Scots' kiln, Arabic and Jewish books (wo 
also enjoyed speakers and guesls from 
many different origins,) and all in all, it 
wai quite an experience. 


HUT HACK TO what I did that I hadn't 


for a long time. One day we had a film 
ami lecture demonstration of American 
folk dancing, including Indian American 
and square dancing, and eight brave 
souls, Including me. volunteered. In our 
salad days, my husband and I had 
square danced, but I wasn't sure that I 
could remember the calls. But with the 
expert caller-teacher we got through sev- 
eral simple dances surprisingly well, and 
I was happy to note I didn't collapse 
from the effort. 


From the caller's lecture, we learned 


that American folk dancing Is not origi- 
nal with us, since Its two ancestors arc 
French and English. The English Morris 
or Country Dance was done by profes- 
sionals, or time especially chosen, as a 
sort of spring ritual, where it was 
thought that a great deal of stamping of 
the feet, flailing of the arms and related' 
activities were necessary to assure the 
coming of spring 


The dance had Its roots In ancient pa- 


gnn rituals when winter was a dreaded 
time of privation, and It was thought the 
dance propitiated the gods of the harvest 
to Imure the summer's crop. It Invoked 
lacrlflce, sometimes with grain or vege- 
table offerings, sometimes with animal 


or even human sacrifice. The first danc- 
es culminated with the beheading of one 
of the participants, and I wonder that 
they had any volunteers. 


A COUPLE OF little items of trivia we 


learned was that the children's rhyme 
"London Bridge" Is a remnant of such a 
dance, and the game of "Hopscotch" is 
an adaptation of a ritual where certain 
obstacles were overcome by leaping and 
hopping to attain heaven, hence the term 
"Sky Blue" drawn with the children's 
chalk on your front sidewalk txlay. 


While the Country Dance developed in 


England, the French court was respon- 
sible for that branch of the family tree. 
Aristocratic society was the only group 
to dance at first, and they did the 
Branlc, the Gavotte and the Minuet. The 
steps of these old English and French 
dances arc similar to those still per- 
formed In reels and quadrilles. 


American folk dancing has developed 


Into "Western" and "Eastern" divisions; 
similar, except that the Eastern is a bit 
more structured. Western dancing Is lou- 
dcr and very free-wheeling. 


HENRY FORD is credited with reviv- 


ing the almost lost art of American folk 
dancing In 1926, when he and his wife 
published a book Inscribed on the frontis- 
piece: "Good Morning, After a Sleep of 
Twenty-Five Years, Old Fashioned Danc- 
ing Is being revived by Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Ford." He built n fine hall In 
Dearborn, Mich, and square dancing was 
performed there for many years. 


Nowadays, clubs and classes flourish 


In schools, field houses, and even In halls 
built specifically for square dancing. The 
dancers are as avid a group as anti- 
qucrs! Ono group In particular, the 
Knothcads, wear a badge filled with knot 
holes, and each time they travel at least 
one-hundred miles to attend a square 
dance, they may add a colored yarn 
string to their badge. How active they 
arc Is obvious from the badges, which 
bristle with strings like porcupines, from 
having attended dances all over the 
country, and even out of the country. 


I think I have the "bug" again, and I 


may prevail on the man who pays the 
bills to start the New Year right by going 
to a square dance. After all, how Early 
American can you get?

This year saw Chuck Berry make his 


second and greatest comeback. With the 
phenomenal 
success of "My Ding- 


A-Ung," Berry proved he was more than 
* prop for the revival shows. The song 
pushrd to the top and reached a million 
in saics. 


Being in the "Hot Hundred" Is nothing 


new toi Berry. He made It with his first 
single, "Maybcllcnc," in 1955 and from 
then until 1958 there wasn't a week that 
went by which was without a Berry song 
In that same Hot Hundred. 


Twenty-four of his best from then up to 


the middle Sixties arc 
included in 


"Chuck Berry's Golden Decade" (Chcis 
2C1M514) and most of it has been re- 
processed to simulate stereo. The repro- 
cessing was less of a wise choice than 
the picking of the songs to be included. 


L'NX'l.KAH AS the resulting sound may 


be. we still get Berry's early best and he 
has not been this good until today. In- 
cluded are "Johnny B. Goodc," "Mom- 
phis," "Nadcne," "School Days." "Roll 
Over Beethoven" and "Rock nnd Roll 
Music." The latter two which were 
recorded by the Beatles at the start of 
their career. Indeed, Berry's style of 
rock also Influenced the Rolling Stones 
ami the Animals, two other English 
bands. 


Berry's first comeback took place in 


the late Sixties when he wai with Mercu- 
ry Records. He tried to redo some of his 
past hits, some new stuff and then got 
Into some blues. His target was to be- 
come a hit artist again — but it didn't 
come off. 


"St. Louie to Fntco to Memphis" 


(Mercury SIIM2 C50I) is a recent attempt 
by the label to cash in on the current 
Berry craze. Unfortunately, most of the 
material is second rate. Berry is too 
much of a rocker to waste on a bunch of 
slow, bluesy numbers. E\cn a song 
recorded live with Steve Miller at (lie 
Fillmorc fails to make It. Berry actually 
sounds as if he is singing from within a 
well. 


IN CONTIIAST to the Chess collection 


which had 24 Berry originals, "St. 
Louie" only has 17 originals out of 21. 
The Mercury album would probably be 
of most use to collectors as it docs fill in 
a critical period in Berry's career. 


This period Is OUT, howeicr, and Ber- 


ry H back as strong as ever it seems. 
"My Ding-A-Ung" (which actually is a 
take-off on his own "My Tambourine") is 
the feature song in the newest Berry al- 
bum, "The London Sessions" (Chess CH- 
btXKM), One side was recorded live at the 
Lanchcstcr Arts Festival, Coventry. Eng- 
land. 


Other songs, like "Rcclin" and Rock- 


In'." prove Berry still has his playing 
.skills and his not-so-subtlc, earthy hu- 
mor. It borders on raunchy rock. "I<ut's 
Boogie" Is another good song. (I only 
wish they could have cut out (lie end 
which Is a waste as it is just the mi- 


• diencc clamoring for more — and not 
getting it )

Much has l>ccn learned 
about food practices since I learned to 
cook and the simplest of all the lessons Is 
that food 
like those just mentioned 


should cither be piping hot, or cooling 
safely in the refrigerator. 


Dear Dorothy: I have a lovely old ma- 


hogany round table, five feet in diameter 
with five leaves. After years of Ironing a 
huge linen tablecloth I finally found a 
solution — a permanent-press sheet. A 
double flat sheet cut into a circle fits per- 
fectly and I make napkins from the 
scraps.

A Rapid Reading 
Braille Workshop 


Brigham Young University is ex- 


perimenting with a rapid reading pro- 
gram for the blind, which could teach 
them to read braille at over 4,000 words 
per minute. 


In workshop experiments with a blind 


Culver-Stockton student, Nancy Slein- 
houscr, Dr. Vcarle McBride, professor of 
education at the college in Canton, Mo., 
found it possible lo Increase her braille 
reading speed greatly. 


Miss Stcinhouscr, who could read an 


above average 150 words per minute be- 
fore starting McBrlde's experiment, end- 
ed up reading over 3,000 WPM with near- 
ly complete comprehension and over 
4 , 0 0 0 WPM with "enjoyable com- 
prehension." 


McBridc's system for braille readers is 


not unlike tlic rapid reading system used 
by sighted readers. 


"If this workshop proves a point, then 


field testing would be very desirable 
with, eventually, a rapid reading manual 
in braille being published after any prob- 
lems have been worked out," said Carl 
Rogcns, educational specialist in braille 
at the American Foundation for the Blind 
in New York. 


Workshop director John M. Crandcll of 


the BYU Special Education Institute, 
predicted that after the workshop and a 
second being planned for the near future 
"wo will have to change our whole atti- 
tude towards braille reading."

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Why Some Women Don't Work 


Husband Can Deter Wife's Career 


Many factors may prevent a married 


woman from working according to the 
InforrcaUon Center on the Mature Worn- 
an. Sometimes her husband Is one of 
them. His attitudes toward bis Job and 
his family often determine whether his 
wife — no matter how well qualified — 
will work outside the home. And if ihe 
doesn't, this tends to limit her vocational 
possibilities later In life. 


This was discovered accidentally by 


researchers, while studying the career 
patterns of some 1331 men, now In their 
lalo 30's and early 40's, who had gradu- 
ated from the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. Since BO per cent of them 
were married, researchers were also 
able to gather vocational information on 
their wives. Only it per cent of their 1218 


wives were working; a third of them full- 
time. 


IN PRESENTING this byproduct find- 


Ing of the survey, Lotto Bailyn Ph.D., of 
MIT's Sloan School of Management, 
pointed out that "there arc various con- 
straints, both Inner and outer, on a wom- 
an's work." Among these are the number 
of children she has and their ages, as 
well as the education she has acquired. 
(The younger the children and the lower 
the level of education, Dr. Bailyn says, 
the less likely It Is that the wife is work- 
Ing.) 


Other constraints Include, "the diffi- 


culties women have In reconciling career 
achievement with being feminine, plus 
the fact that it's still a man's world — 


and that job discrimination against wom- 
en continues to exist."

"But the all pervasive — although not 


always obvious — influences on every- 
thing a married woman docs," Dr. Bail- 
yn maintains, "are the subtle forces 
stemming from the husband's occupa- 
tional role." If he's too Involved with his 
career and is too success driven, she 
states, be won't take the needs of his 
family Into consideration when making 
job-related decisions. "So chances are 
the wife won't be working and developing 
herself professionally during those early 
years of her marriage."

Calling'this "a tremendous neg- 
lect" of our natural resources, she con- 
cludes, "We should be working to make 
it possible for people with different needs 
and abilities to pursue those lifestyles 
which can maximize their personal satis- 
factions and their contributions to society 
— independent of whether they are men 
or women."

Space May Provide Energy Answer 
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by AL ItOSSITEIl JR. 


WASHINGTON <UPI) - An orbiting 


power ttallon several miles long was 
proposed u a possible environmentally 
clean answer to the world's demands for 
electrical energy by the year 2000. 


The Incredibly large satellite would 


convert heat from the sun Into electricity 
and then beam the power by microwave 
radiation generators to huge receiving 
antennas on earth. 


The Idea was outlined by Dr. Peter E. 


Mars Starting 
To Come To Life 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The planet 


Man b beginning to "boll" inside — the 
result ol heating from radioactive decay 
— which may well lead to the production 
of an atmosphere similar to that of 
Earth, a professor of planetary science 
•aid Wednesday. 


Dr. Bruce Murray of the California In- 


Btltute of Technology told the annual win- 
ter meeting of the American Physical 
Society that findings of the Mariner 9 
space probe show that Mars Is just com- 
ing alive. 


He said the decay of radioactive heat 


has started a boiling process within the 
planet which creates volcanoes and frac- 
turing of the crust. 


Murray said the process may well pro- 


duce the carbon dioxide and water that 
make up an atmosphere. 


Dr. Robert P. Sharp, another Cal Tech 


scientist, said features of the surface of 
Mars as seen by Mariner 0 arc probably 
relatively recent in the geographical 
sense. 


"Mars may have experienced episodes 


of 
profound environmental change" 


Sharp told the meeting at the University 
of Southern California. 


"Most Interesting times may still be 


ahead. The discovery of large scale vol- 
canlsm on Mars was very significant." 


The Mariner studies also have shown 


the permanent deposits of water ico at 
the south pole, and possibly at the north 
pole, he said. 


Glascr, vice president for engineering 
sciences of Arthur D. Little, Inc., of 
Cambridge, Mass., in a report to the 
139th annual meeting of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence.

provide an economically viable and envi- 
ronmentally and socially acceptable op- 
tion for power generation on a scale sub- 
stantial enough la meet a significant por- 
tion of future world energy demands," 
Glaser said. 


THE ORBITING power station was de- 


scribed by Glaser as a formidable under- 
taking, but one that seems within reach 
by the 199fl's If enough technological and 
financial resources are committed to it. 


The massive satellite would be posi- 


tioned In a stationary orbit 22,300 miles 
above the equator where it would be in 
sunlight for nearly 24 hours a day. It 
would require an Improved version of the 
space shuttle rocket plane now under de- 
velopment to transport equipment weigh- 
ing a total of 25 billion pounds into orbit. 
Such an assembly operation would re- 
quire 500 shuttle flights. 


The proposed orbital power plant, with 


rectangular solar panels roughly 7% 
miles long and 3 miles wide, would gen- 
erate about 5,000 megawatts of useful 
electrical power. 


Glascr said such a space generator 


would "permit society to look beyond the 
year 2000 with the assurance that future 
energy requirements could be met with- 
out endangering the planet Earth."

Before Moon: Invin 


JERUSALEM (UPI) — James Irwln, 


Apollo 15 astronaut, said Wednesday 
spacemen will go to Mars before they 
return to the moon. 


"I believe men will go farther than the 


moon, probably to Mars, before we go 
back to the moon," he told a news con- 
ference. The recently concluded Apollo 
17 mission was the final moon flight in 
the U.S. Apollo scries.

IT WAS A MEMBER of the Cleveland 


Browns who once said that If he ever 
had to go on the lam from the law, be'd 
become an offensive lineman. 


Ho was referring to the anonymity that 


goes along with that often thankless Job 
up front In The Pit. The offensive line- 
men clear the way, open the holes, help 
make any attack click, and then dress 
quietly when It's all over while sportswri- 
tcrs crowd around backs, receivers and 
defensive stars. 


Fans who crave numbers can locate 


statistics for every man playing a profes- 
sional sport — at every position except 
the offensive line In football. Only these 
obscure members of the forward wall re- 
main uncovered. 


So (he fan thinks of them In nebulous 


term*, • magazine article he once read, 
a if motional downflcld block he once 
saw and remembered, a television com- 
mentator's hypnotic repetition: "So-and- 
so'* playing a tremendous game." 


The mcat-and-polntoes blocks on run- 


ning plays arc so difficult to Isolate and 
analyze that the statisticians never have 
considered devoting any effort to them. 
The hard-core anal>sls Is handled by the 
movlo camera, and the coaches reach 
their verdicts on the offensive linemen In 
a dark room, running the plays over and 
over and over. 


It's the movie camera that really 


shows who's doing the job In that offen- 
sive line, and It was the camera this fall 
that week after week captured the su- 
perb play of an unheralded sophomore 
guard from Washington State University. 
Coaches saw the birth of a college star. 


The head men In the highly-regarded 


Pacl/lc-8 Conference were unanimous in 
their praise of this rugged 6-foot-2. 223- 
pound soph who learned his fundamen- 
tals in tho Midwest and then heeded that 
advice, to, "Go West, young man." 


Steve Ostermann. a St. Viator product, 


did go We« nflcr high ichool and It has 
paid off handsomely fnr this former Lion 
star and tor Wanhlngton Stale Unlver- 
xlly. a school of 11,500 student* located In 
I'uUman. Wash. 


For his steady play this past season, 


OJtermann was paid the supreme com- 
pliment in one of the nation's finest foot- 
ball conferences. He was named to the 
top all-conference team on offense In the 
Pac-8. 


When you're butting heads on a weekly 


basis with players from schools like 
Southern California, UCLA. Stanford, 
and Washington, you know that Pac-8 all- 
star recognition carries with it tre- 
mendous nationwide prestige. It's even 
more impressive when you earn that 
honor as a sophomore. 


Youth is being served at this Pac-B 


school. The past has had Its problems 
but the future is extremely bright. 


Players like Os<crmann and Greg 


Cralghheail, a former Wheeling itar and 
now a'defensive standout at Washington 
.Slate, are trying to shove the Cougar* 
Inlo the national spotlight. They're doing 
a grrnl job. Both area products have 
heen tremendous contributors to the 
•urge. 


"We're starting to come back In foot- 


ball at Washington State," said Os- 
termann tills week after he and his wife 
Chris, a neighbor for many years, re- 
turned to Arlington Heights'for the holi- 
days.

Coach Joe Gllwa ai an offensive guard 
and linebacker on a Lion team that tied 
St. Patrick for the conference champion- 


ship and stunned state-ranked Jollet West 
In one of the big stories of the year. 


"Steve was a hard-nosed kid when he 


was playing for us at St. Viator, a very 
rugged Individual," recalled GUwa. now 
the head coach at Herscy. "Of all the 
kids I have had the opportunity to coach, 
he was the one I thought had the best 
shot at pro football. He has good speed, 
good pursuit, and was a real head-hunter 
in high school, a hitter, a kid who really 
loved to sock 'cm. Pain was no factor for 
Stove. He wanted to play football and he 
often played with pain." 


Ostermann had the ability and the de- 


sire. He had the credentials, but the re- 
cruiters, who obviously aren't always on 
top of the scene, weren't knocking down 
doors for the services of this son of a 
Lieutenant on the Arlington Heights po- 
lice force.

"I was going Into my sophomore year 


In 1971 behind an All-Amcrlcan honorable 
mention player," Steve explained, "and 
we had a surplus of offensive guards. 
They rcdshlrted mo for a year and I 
worked out with the scout team, running 
the offensive plays of our opponents each 
week. I kinda lost direction that year, 
but It seems to have worked out now." 


Ostermann, a recreation and park ad- 


ministration major at Washington State, 
enjoys his work in the offensive line, but 
admits he probably would be shifted to 
linebacker as a professional. The Cincin- 
nati Bengals have already contacted him 
although he still has two more years of 
college eligibility. 


"It's controlled nggrcsMvcneu In the 


offensive line," he said. "On defense you 
can play with more reckless abandon." 


This echoes the observation of Vlncc 


Lomh.irdI who emphasized, "An offen- 
sive lineman usually has a technical ap- 
proach to the game, lie can be trained 
and developed. A defensive player can 
get by on Instinctive reactions and emo- 
tion." 


Steve naturally Is happy with his all- 


conference recognition as a soph (only six 
players In league history have made It 
for three straight years), but he ia the 
first to admit that ho still has a lot of 
work to do. 


"I know where I need improvement 


and I plan to spend a lot of time on it," 
he said "My pass blocking needs work 
and we'll be throwing a lot, that's one of 
our strong points. I want to be ready." 


This has been quite a year for Steve 


Oitcrntann. He married the girl next 
door In August, became n varsity regular 
ai a soph at a major university In Sep- 
tember, and earned all-star recognition 
In one of the nation's strongest football 
conferences In December. 


Steve and Chris are enjoying their holi- 


day visit, but they may not be able to 
return home next December. He has oth- 
er plans. Washington State has other 
plans and, yes, they know what USC has 
coming back in the fall. 


"Wo know what USC and the others 


have, but we're still thinking Rose 
Bowl," Steve said again.

It's official now, and it's no real sur- 


prise.

He plans to com- 
plete work on his degree In the off-sea- 
son. 


Bastablo will be assigned to a farm 


club, for his rookie season, though it is 
not yet known which team. 


Local fans remember Jack as possibly 


the finest all-round high school athlete 
who ever performed in this area. He was 
equally impressive in football, basketball 
and baseball but has said all along that 
baseball is his first love and the game he 
wants to play professionally. 


"I don't know yet Jusl what position I'll 


be playing. They'll put me wherever they 
feel I can do the best job — maybe out- 
field, maybe third base or maybe catch- 
ing." said this highly-versatile athlete 
who spent most of his time playing third' 
base In college.

.330 average for 35 games. He also 
played the last two summers in the Cen- 
tral Illinois College League and con- 
sistently hit well over .700.

(four field goals) and punting (an aver- 
age of better than 47 for one game). He 
was a running back as a soph but was 
switched to wide receiver this post foil 


Jack caught 25 passes. He said his big- 


gest thrill was the Tigers' shocking 30-26 
upset over then-undefeated and highly- 
ranked Notre Dame (now bound for the 
Orange Bowl). In that game he caught 
'one key pass and was interfcrred with on 
another play for a crucial Tiger first 
down.

Drar Dr. Lamb — My husband and I 


have recently given up smoking. We 
each smoked about a pack a day for 
many years. Now we arc desperately 
sorry for the damage we have done to 
our bodies. We have heard that the lungs 
start cleaning themselves as soon as a 
person stops smoking. Is this correct? 


We arc wondering If there Is anything 


we can do to help our bodies recover 
from all the damage. You have men- 
tioned breathing exercises for cmphy- 
soma victims. Would this help us and if 
so what arc the exercises. Would any 
special foods or vitamins help? Any sug- 
gestions would be appreciated. 


Drar Krailrr — Yes, hindsight Is al- 


ways better than foresight, and it Is too 
bad that people don't realize the full ef- 
fects of their habits before they form 
them. 


Both men and women who smoke two 


packs of cigarettes a day or more were 
found In a survey to lose 50 per cent 
more time from work, spend 5fl per cent 
more time III In bed. nnd had about twice 
ta many days of restricted activity as 
non-smokers. The death rale In men 53 to 
C4 yean of nee. who smoked 20 ciga- 
rettes or more a day was about three 
times that observed in non-smokers of 
the same age group. 


There is an unending list of problems 


associated with heavy cigarette smoking 
which includes face wrinkles and aging 
of the skin, sudden death from heart dis- 
ease, Increased Incidence of ulcers, sinu- 
sitis, lung disease, and perhaps a host of 
other problems that haven't even been 
Identified, without even getting to the 
serious problem of lung cancer particu- 
larly common in men. 


It Is true that a.s so-in as you stop 


smoking a reversal of some of thcso 
problems occurs. The chronic poisoning 
effect from nicotine begins to diminish 
nnd some of the problems related to tho 
Increased Incidence of peptic ulcers dis- 
appears. 


IX KOKTUNATK individuals some of 


the problems related to the respirator 
tract begin to disappear. In men after 
they have stopped smoking for .it least 10 
years, their death rate begins to np- 
proach the same level noted in individ- 
uals who have never smoked. 


You can Improve your general health 


at the time you quit smoking. Avoid get- 
ting fat and develop a sensible exorcise 
program. Cigarette smoking has the op- 
posite effect on the body from physical 
fitness. 


I believe It Is Important for people to 


have good regular respiratory exercises. 
Much of the act of breathing is associ- 
ated with the strength and capacity of 
the chest cage itself; that is, the ribs and 
the attached muscles. You have to bo 
careful about doing some of these Ixv 
cause some of them will cause you to 
feel faint. 


I USUALLY recommend that people sit 


down In a comfortable chair, sit up 
straight with their hands on top of their 


head and Interlock their fingers. Then 
take as deep a breath as possible, slow- 
ly, and then let it all out slowly. Rest a 
few seconds and then repeat a few sec- 
onds and then repeat the procedure. 


If you breathe too deeply too rapidly 


you will cause falntncss, so do it gradu- 
ally, but four or five maximum breathing 
efforts a day helps to maintain the full 
range of capacity of the lungs. These arc 
useful whether a person has smoked or 
not.

Good year for television 


Much.like a 14-year-old child who seems to grow like a weed 


overnight, television has grown up noticably the past few years. 
1972 saw a mature quality unmatched in years past, due in great 
part to our exploding technology which 
has enabled near-instantaneous trans* 
mission of TV pictures from almost 
anywhere on the globe. Just as impor- 
tant in 1972. however, was television's 
ability to program the kinds of material 
that commented on humanity as only 
human beings can. 


TELEVISION IS STILL an infant of 


sorts. Granted, TV celebrated its 25th 
anniversary in 1972, but it has been 
only during the past decade that the 
medium has molded itself into a major impact for the masses. 
(Ironically, one of television's worst programs of 1972 was a 
"Salute to TVs 25 Years," which aired back in September. It was 
as contrived as were some of the early TV programs it saluted). 


It is said that television "came of age" nearly a decade ago, 


covering the events centering around the assassination of the late 
President John F. Kennedy. Since then, we have witnessed the 
horrors of war in Vietnam...the triumph of man's efforts on the 
moon and in outer space...the ugliness and joys of America's 
changing political and moral structures. And while news and 
public a (fairs programming has been primarily responsible for the 
emergence television's impact, "entertainment** programming as 
we once knew it finally came around and faced up to the realities 
of what life is really like. 


Looking back over the year, some memorable programs of this 


latter type come to mind: "All in the Family," the show probably 
most responsible for the changing trend in what can be included 
as "entertainment.** was,again a delight to watch. Especially 
noteworthy were Bunker escapades dealing with white-black 
attitudes (the memorable Sammy Davis Jr. episode), and the 
hilarity centered around Edith Bunker's menopause. Other 1972 
standouts included "That Certain Summer," an ABC made-for 
TV movie which h o n e s t l y and f r a n k l y dealt w i t h 
homoscxuality...Public Broadcasting's "VD Blues.** a candid look 
at veneral disease effectively produced with proportions of 
humor...and shows like "Maude," and "Bridget Loves Bcrnie.'* 
which tastefully commented on many of this country's social and 
moral issues. 


AMONG 1972's brightest television moments from this vantage 


point were on-the-spot transmissions from distant placcs-namcly. 
Munich. Germany and the Moon. ABC's coverage of the Munich 
Olympic Games stands out as the finest sports coverage ever. And 
when tragedy struck Olympic Village, the ability of television to 
perform under adverse and confusing conditions was affirmed. 
From the moon, it was amazing at how the quality of TV pictures 
has improved since Neil Armstrong's "leap for mankind" three 
years ago. 


This was the year of "King: A Filmed Record... Montgomery to 


Memphis," a documentary among the finest ever shown on 
television, commemorating the fourth anniversary of the death of 
the late Martin Luther King, Jr. It was the year when coverage of 
the political conventions was good...and when coverage of the 
November elections was beat out in the ratings (in some area) by 
old movies. 1972: a year when NBC's Johnny Carson continued 
his late-night mastery, knocking off CBS's Mcrv Griffin and 
ABCs Dick Cavctt attempts. 


Next weck...the beginning of another year. Sentimentally, it's 


nice to see Paar back...sad to witness the demise of new 
Bonanza" episodes...heartwarming to see a tender show like 
The Waltons" make it past the mid-season where many a 
low-rated program has died. Here's looking for an exciting 
television year. 1972 surely was.

people to drink. They don't understand 
why some people refuse a drink. 


M.my nuimi»ors of Al-Anon, a fellow- 


ship of spoiKcs, friends and relatives of 
nlcohollcs, drink alcohol occasionally. 
Hut tlipy have a better idea for holiday 
parties. 


Uist year, Jean, an Al-Anon member, 


threw a party with coffee and punch. 


"Kvcrv body was laughing, you'd think 


they were drinking," Jack said. "But 
they all felt better in the morning. 


"WE DONT need booze," he added. 


"This is an alcoholic society, but it's not 
like there's a big ascncc fjr Al-Anon 
when somebody quits booze." 


Jack and Jean, along with Peggy, Bon- 


nie, Tami and Marda, arc members of 
Al-Anon In the Northwest suburbs. They 
met recently at Peggy's home to discuss 
Al-Anon, hoping that their experiences 
can help others with an alcoholic prob- 
lem find happiness. 


Because Al-Anon Is based in part on 


anonymity, their names 
have been 


changed for this account. 


They seem to be a happy bunch as 


they sit and talk, sipping coffee. Bonnie 
claims Al-Anon members can be happy, 
even If there Is "hell at home." 


They have all had different experi- 


ences, different heartaches. But one bond 


tics them together. In this group it is 
their spouses, or rather their spouses' al- 
coholism. 


PEGGY TELLS her story: 
Peggy and Hick were young when they 


married. They had lots of friends, went 
to many parties. They enjoyed drinking. 


As the years began to pass, more and 


more uncomfortable situations Involving 
Rick would come up at parties. Rick was 
drinking too much. 


Peggy was angry nt Rick. But she wor- 


ried, too. She was afriad Rick's drinking 
would kill him. She considered having 
her husband, once billed as a real comer 
in his business, committed to an in- 
stitution. 


Peggy often hurt her children more 


than Rick, who she finally realized was 
an alcoholic. She would take her anger 
out on the kids while her husband slept 
off a binge. 


It had taken 15 years for their once- 


bright star to fade. 


SHE THOUGHT she was going out of 


her mind. 


Now Peggy and Rick are happy again. 


They have a nice home. Rick's job is 
secure. 


Peggy says the tide of despair was 


turned for her by Al-Anon. For Rick, AA 
had been a great help. But Peggy could 
have been happy even if her alcoholic 
husband hadn't sought help, she said. 


Al-Anon members work at being hap- 


py. Although most new members join the 
fellowship hoping for a short-cut to sobri- 
ety for their spouses — most members 
are there because of a spouse — they 
soon find out that's not what Al-Anon is 
all about. 


New members are first told that their 


spouses' alcoholism isn't the fault of the 
nondrinking spouse. Then they learn to 


detach themselves 
from their mates' 


drinking problem, a problem no one but 
the alcoholic can do anyiMng about. 


"The only person you can change is 


yourself," Jack, an Al-Anon member for 
more than five years, said. 


THKIIE ARE some 200 Al-Anon and 


Alatccn (for children 
of alcoholics) 


groups in Northern Illinois ready to help 
people change themselves, not the alco- 
holic. Contact in this area can be made 
by calling 848-2707 in Oak Park or 359- 
3311 in Palatine. 


When Tami called Al-Anon for help 


more than three years ago, she said sho 
was at the end of her rope. Her husband 
was on a drunken rampage. It was past 
midnight, and she didn't know what to 
do. 


By 2 a.m., an Al-Anon volunteer re- 


turned Tami's call. She said that one call

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Testimony Conflicts In Hearings On '73 Racing Dates

The controversy surrounding the 1973 


thoroughbred racing scheaule continued 
yesterday as the State Legislative In- 
vestigating Commission heard apparent- 
ly conflicting testimony from 
racing 


board members and former board chair- 
man Alexander MacArthur. 


Racing board members Edward J. 


Long, Walter Rhodes and Robert Ebon 
dlugrecd with the former chairman on 
three points: 


l-Whethcr racing dates should have 


been awarded to racing associations 
owned primarily by William S. Miller, 
who has been Indicted In a bribery case. 


MacArthur said he thought the board 


was in favor of denying dates to Miller, 
but the board later approved the sched- 
ule granting dates to Miller's racing as- 
sociation. 


2—Whether revenue to the state would 


be maximized if MacArthur's proposed 
schedule would have been approved over 
the schedule submitted by Long. 


3.—If certain racing board members 


met secretly to discuss racing dates and 
to come to an agreement on the ap- 
proved schedule before It was voted upon 
by the entire board. 


The Investigating commission opened a 


scries of hearings yesterday in Chicago 
by direction of the Illinois House of Rep- 
resentatives. 


A HOUSE resolution, adopted Dec. 15, 


ordered the commission to investigate 
the 1973 racing schedule, which tentative- 
ly opens April 19 at Arlington Park, to 
determine if any laws had been violated 
In awarding of dates. 


Former chairman MacArthur, who re- 


signed from the racing board as a result 
of approval of the 1973 schedule, told the 
commission that following public hear- 
ings on racing date applications in mid-

November, the board did not meet again 
until Nov. 24. He said the principal topics 
of discussion then were whether to award 
dates to Miller or to "paper" racing as- 
sociations, groups that do not own their 
own race tracks. 


MacArthur said he thought the board 


had come to an agreement to deny dates 
to MlUer, but when it reconvened again 
Nov. 28, commissioner Long pulled a new 
schedule from his pocket. It was ap- 
proved by a 4 to 3 vote just 15 minutes 
later, MacArthur said. 


MacArthur said he had never seen the 


new schedule before that time and that It 
took him "completely by surprise." He 
said he thought it was "terrible." Arling- 
ton Park Is not equipped for cold-weath- 
er racing, MacArthur said. 


MacArthur said that when somebody 


brings out a new schedule and others 
agree with it, he (MacArthur) would 
have to say it was conceived elsewhere. 


MACARTHUR SAID that shortly after 


he resigned from the racing board, he 
received an anonymous phone call say- 
ing that the four commissioners who 
voted for Long's schedule — Long, 
Rhodes, Elson and Bernard Carey — had 
met in secret at the Bismark Hotel 


across the street from the state building 
in Chicago. 


The meeting was allegedly held Just an 


hour before the official vote was taken 
on Long's schedule. 


But Long sold neither he nor any other 


board members got together secretly to 
discuss racing dates. He testified that at 
the Nov. 24 meeting, he presented a pro- 
posal for a complete racing schedule 
which was discussed by the board. Over 
the following weekend, he said, he re- 
vised his first schedule, coming up with 
the schedule he showed to the board Nov. 
28, the schedule that was finally ap- 
proved. 


Carey, who with Elson and Rhodes 


voted in favor of Long's schedule, Is 
slated to testify before the commission 
today. 


Although it had taken only 15 minutes 


to approve Long's schedule, the an- 
nouncement of racing dates was post- 


poned for four hours. MacArthur said 
yesterday that the time was taken up by 
the four board members approving the 
1973 schedule, who tried to pursuade Mac- 
Arthur not to file a minority report or to 
hold a press conference on the schedule. 


MacArthur and Commissioner Gerald 


Fitzgerald have filed a minority report. 
Commissioner Joseph Lamendella has 
filed a separate report. 


MncARTHUR AND the three board 


members testifying yesterday also dis- 
agreed on whether the approved sched- 
ule would lessen the amount of revenue 
to be taken in by the state, which gets a 
share of the betting handle. 


Although the Legislative Investigating 


Commission cannot do anything about 
the racing dates already approved, Atty. 
General William Scott has filed suit in 
Cook County Circuit Court to have the 
1973 schedule thrown out. The first court 
hearing is scheduled for Jan. 11. 


Won't Be On April 3 Ballot 
Vote To Abolish Townships Delayed

Lengthy court processes will keep a 


vote on abolishing township government 
off the April 3 ballot when local township 
positions come up for election. 


League of Women Voters chapters in 


three townships lost a circuit court deci- 
sion In October to get a referendum on 
the November election ballot. Their 
emergency appeal was denied by both 
the appellate and Illinois Supreme Courts 
for lack of time to hear the case before 
Nov. 7. 


Now the leagues are starting prelimi- 


nary procedures leading to a regular ap- 
pellate court hearing on the case against 
officials In Maine, Mies and Palatine 
townships. 


LWV Atty. Richard J. Troy told The 


Herald that he would formally file the 
record of the lower court hearing today. 
From that point, it will be approximately 
three months before the actual appeal LJ 
heard. 


WHEN THE lower court case was de- 


nied, LWV members had hoped to get 
the referendum to the voters before 


township officers were reelected for four 
more years. For now, LWV members are 
resigned to going at the pace set by the 
appellate court schedule. 


"We're still very hopeful that there 


will be a referendum, but we don't know 
when. We do know it won't be In time for 
the April election," said Ann Scollay. She 
was one of three Palatine LWV members 
to sign the original suit against Palatine 
Township officials. 


In August, league members In the 


three townships brought petitions to their 
local officials requesting a referendum to 
abolish township government. By the end 
of September, Palatine Township audi- 
tors had voted to refuse the referendum 
on constitutional grounds, and Maine and 
Nllcs boards of auditors had taken no of- 
ficial action on the LWV petitions. 


The power to abolish township govern- 


ment by a vote of township residents 
came with the new state constitution. But 
since that time, the state legislaure has 
failed to say who should take over the 
powers of the township if voters did abol- 
ish that level of government. 


No such legislation seems likely soon.

Their argument is that the LWV 
petitions asked for the referendum at the 
next general election, Nov. 7, and since 
that date has passed, the lawsuit is point- 
less. . 


League members don't agree. They 


say that township officials in Palatine 
had no legal right to deny the rcfercn-1 


dum after the voter petitions were pre- 
sented. And they're determined to take 
the case to the appellate court to settle 
the Issue. But the decision may not come 
for nine months. 


"We would have a referendum when- 


ever the court tells us to have it, but we 
do believe in the consolidation of elec- 
tions," Mrs. Scollay said. 


Two reasons the LWV pushed for the 


Nov. 7 date were the large voter turnout 
anticipated and the desire to get as 
many issues included on one voting date 
as possible.

trusteeship as an independent, not com- 
mitted to any interest except "the village 
and its future improvement" He said he 
felt the present trustees nave done a 


good job but that it was time for a 
change in personnel.

Governor's Call For A Special Session Raises Hackles

Reaction of legislators In both parties 


to Gov. Richard B. Ogitvlc's summons to 
yet another special session of the 77lh 
General Assembly ranged from nngcr to 
disgust to resignation. 


The governor has ordered the Legisla- 


ture to convene on Tuesday, Jan. 2, 
which would give it barely the minimum 
time to vote pay raises for new state of/1- 
cluls who will be sworn in on Jan. 8. It 
takes n minimum of five days to pass 
state legislation, and the newly elected 


or rcclectcd officials become ineligible 
for raises during their term when they 
arc sworn In. 


The governor's call for a special ses- 


sion compounded disgruntlcmcnt of legis- 
lators who were frustrated 
by the 


cliquish leadership of both parties, which 
for the last two years has confounded 
many of their legislative efforts, and the 
irritation endured by most of them dur- 
ing the first special session, colled by 
Ogilvic in early December.

However, the Legislature has appro- 


priated $15.000 for the comptroller's sala- 
ry for the first six months of next year, 
and Mrs. Chapman pointed out that there 
is precedent for allotting such appro- 
priated funds cien though no specific 
pay raise has been approved. It hap- 
pened several years ago when the legis- 
lative salary went from $6,000 to $7.500. 


With 55 members of the House of Rep- 


resentatives retiring, and others who 
may be unable to attend next week's spe- 
cial session, there remains the question 
of whether the House can muster a quo- 
rum of 89 members. 


Despite their disgruntlemcnt, however, 


it is likely that most legislators will turn 
up.

They don't understand 
why some people refuse a drink. 


Many members of AI-Anon, a fellow- 


ship of spouses, friends and relatives of 
alcoholics, drink alcohol occasionally. 
But they have a better idea for holiday 
parties. 


Last year, Jean, an AI-Anon member, 


threw a party with coffee and punch 


"Evcr> body nas laughing, you'd think 


they were drinking," Jack said. "But 
they all felt better In the morning. 


"\\E DON'T need booze," he added. 


"This Is an alcoholic society, but it's not 
like there's a big ascncc for AI-Anon 
when somebody quits booze." 


Jack and Jean, along with Peggy, Bon- 


nie, Taml and March, arc members of 
AI-Anon In the Northwest suburbs. They 
met recently at Peggy's home to discuss 
AI-Anon, hoping that their experiences 
can help others with an alcoholic prob- 
lem find happiness. 


Because AI-Anon is based in part on 


anonymity, their names have been 
changed for this account. 


They seem to be a happy bunch as 


they sit and talk, sipping coffee. Bonnie 
claims AI-Anon members can be happy, 
even if there is "hell at home." 


They have all had different experi- 


ences, different heartaches. But one bond 


ties them together. In this group it is 
their spouses, or rather their spouses' al- 
coholism. 


PEGGY TELLS her story. 
Peggy and Rick were young when they 


married They had lots of friends, went 
to many parties They enjoyed drinking 


As the years began to pass, more and 


more uncomfortable situations Involving 
Rick would come up at parties. Rick was 
drinking too much 


Peggy was angry at Rick But she wor- 


ried, too. She was afrlad Rick's drinking 
would kill him. She considered having 
her husband, once billed as a real comer 
In his business, committed to an in- 
stitution. 


Peggy often hurt her children more 


than Rick, who she finally realized was 
an alcoholic. She would take her anger 
out on the kids while her husband slept 
off a binge. 


It had taken 15 years for their once- 


bright star to fade 


SUE THOUGHT she was going out of 


her mind. 


Now Peggy and Rick arc happy again. 


They have a nice home. Rick's job is 
secure 


Peggy says the tide of despair was 


turned for her by AI-Anon. For Rick, AA 
had been a great help But Peggy could 
have been happy even If her alcoholic 
husband hadn't sought help, she said. 


AI-Anon members work at being hap- 


py. Although most new members join the 
fellowship hoping for a short-cut to sobri- 
ety for their sfjouses — most members 
arc there because of a spouse — they 
soon find out that's not what AI-Anon is 
all about 


New members are first told that their 


spouses' alcoholism isn't the fault of the 
nondrmUng spouse Then they learn to 


detach themselves from their mates' 
drinking problem, a problem no one but 
the alcoholic can do anything about. 


"The only person you can change is 


yourself," Jack, an AI-Anon member for 
more than five years, said

Testimony Conflicts In Hearings On 973 Racing Dates

The controversy surrounding the 1973 


thoroughbred racing schedule continued 
yesterday as the State Legislative In- 
vestigating Commission heard apparent- 
ly conflicting testimony' from racing 
board members and former board chair- 
man Alexander MncArthur. 


Racing board irimbors Edward J. 


Long. Walter Rhodes and Robert Elson 
•HiJgreed with the former chairman on 
three points: 


1-Whcthcr racing dates should have 


been awarded lo racing associations 
owned primarily by William S. Miller, 
uho hai been Indicted In a bribery case. 


.MacArthur said he thought the board 


wa< In favor of denying dates to Sillier, 
but the board later approved the sched- 
ule granting dates lo .Miller's racing as- 
sociation. 


2—Whether revenue to the state would 


be maximized if MacArthur's proposed 
schedule would have been approved over 
the schedule submitted by Long. 


3.-If certain racing board members 


met secretly to discuss racing dates and 
to come to an agreement on the ap- 
proved schedule before It was voted upon 
by the entire board. 


The Investigating commission opened a 


scries of hearings yesterday in Chicago 
by direction of the Illinois House of Rep- 
resentatives. 


A HOUSE resolution, adopted Dec. 15, 


ordered the commission to Investigate 
the 1973 racing schedule, which tentative- 
ly opens April 19 at Arlington Park, to 
determine if any laws had been violated 
in awarding of datc.s. 


Former chairman MacArthur, who re- 


signed from the racing board as a result 
of approval of the 1973 schedule, told the 
commission that following public hear- 
ings on racing date applications In mid-

November, the board did not meet again 
until Nov. 24. He said the principal topics 
of discussion then were whether to award 
dates to Miller or to "paper" racing as- 
sociations, groups that do not own their 
own race tracks.

had come to an agreement to deny dates 
to Miller, but when it reconvened again 
Nov. 28, commissioner Long pulled a new 
schedule from his pocket.

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Testimony Conflicts In Hearings On 973 Racing Dates 


by DAVID MAILSMAN 


Tho controversy surrounding the 1873 


thoroughbred racing schedule continued 
yesterday as tho State Legislative In- 
vestigating Commission heard apparent- 
ly conflicting testimony from racing 
board members and former board chair- 
man Alexander MacArthur. 


Racing board members Edward J. 


Long. Waller Rhodes and Robert Elson 
cliiagrccd with the former chairman on 
three points: 


I-Whcthcr racing dates should have 


been awarded to racing associations 
owned primarily by William S. Miller, 
who has been Indicted in a bribery case. 


MaeArthur laid lie thought the board 


was in favor of den)ing dales to Miller, 
but the board later appro\cd the sched- 
ule granting dates to Miller's racing as- 
sociation. 


2—Whether revenue to the state would 


be maximized If MacArthur's proposed 
schedule would have been approved over 
the schedule submitted by Long. 


3—If certain racing board members 


met secretly to discuss racing dates and 
to come to an agreement on the ap- 
proved schedule before It was voted upon 
by the entire board. 


The Investigating commission opened a 


scries of hearings yesterday In Chicago 
by direction of the Illinois House of Rep- 
resentatives. 


A HOUSE resolution, adopted Dec. 15, 


ordered the commission to Investigate 
the 1973 racing schedule, which tentative- 
ly opens April 19 at Arlington Park, to 
determine if any laws had been violated 
In awarding of dates. 


Former chairman MaeArthur, who re- 


signed from the racing board as a result 
of approval of the 1973 schedule, told the 
commission that following public hear- 
ings on racing date applications in mid-

November, the board did not meet again 
until Nov. 24. He said the principal topics 
of discussion then were whether to award 
dates to Miller or to "paper" racing as- 
sociations, groups that do not own their 
own race tracks. 


MaeArthur said he thought the board 


had come to an agreement to deny dates 
to Miller, but when it reconvened again 
Nov. 28, commissioner Long pulled a new 
schedule from his pocket. It was ap- 
proved by a 4 to 3 vote just 15 minutes 
later, MaeArthur said. 


MaeArthur said he had never seen the 


new schedule before that time and that it 
took him "completely by surprise." He 
said he thought It was "terrible." Arling- 
ton Park Is not equipped for cold-weath- 
er racing, MaeArthur said. 


MaeArthur said that when somebody 


brings out a new schedule and others 
agree with it, he (MaeArthur) would 
have to say it was conceived elsewhere. 


MACARTHUR SAID that shortly after 


he resigned from the racing board, he 
received an anonymous phone call say- 
Ing that the four commissioners who 
voted for Long's schedule — Long, 
Rhodes, Elson and Bernard Carey — had 
met In secret at the Blsmark Hotel 


across the street from the state building 
in Chicago. 


The meeting was allegedly held just an 


hour before the official vote was taken 
on Long's schedule. 


But Long said neither he nor any other 


board members got together secretly to 
discuss racing dates. He testified that at 
the Nov. 24 meeting, he presented a pro- 
posal for a complete racing schedule 
which was discussed by the board. Over 
the following weekend, he said, he re- 
vised his first schedule, coming up with 
the schedule he showed to the board Nov. 
28, the schedule that was finally ap- 
proved. 


Carey, who with Elson and Rhodes 


voted in favor of Long's schedule, is 
slated to testify before the commission 
today. 


Although it had taken only 15 minutes 


to approve Long's schedule, the an- 
nouncement of racing dates was post- 


poned for four hours. MaeArthur said 
yesterday that the time was taken up by 
the four board members approving the 
1973 schedule, who tried to pursuade Mac- 
Arthur not to file a minority report or to 
hold a press conference on the schedule. 


MaeArthur and Commissioner Gerald 


Fitzgerald have filed a minority report. • 
Commissioner Joseph Lamendella has 
filed a separate report. 


MacARTHUR AND the three board 


members testifying yesterday also dis- 
agreed on whether the approved sched- 
ule would lessen the amount of revenue 
to be taken in by the state, which gets a 
share of the betting handle. 


Although the Legislative Investigating 


Commission cannot do anything about 
the racing dates already approved, Atty. 
General William Scott has filed suit in 
Cook County Circuit Court to have the 
1973 schedule thrown out. The first court 
hearing is scheduled for Jan. 11.

The Palatine, environmental health di- 


rector Insists "we're not going to knock 
on doors with search-warrants," but if 
your cat or dog Is found outside after 
Monday and you're nor within "the im- 
mediate vicinity," your pet could be 
pinched. And so could you. 


The village's controversial animal ordi- 


nance officially went Into effect in Octo- 
ber, but little effort has been made so far 
to enforce it. The honeymoon ends on 
Monday. 


"We're not going to have a high- 


booted, high-heeled, marching Gestapo 
band to ferret out all the pet owners and 
persecute them in the middle of town 
square," said health director Richard A. 
Dawson. 


But he promised as effective an en- 


forcement program as his department 
can muster until given additional man- 
power and monetary support from the 
village board. 


Basically, the enforcement will amount 


to responding to complaints of cats or 
dogs creating a nuisance, rather than 
canvassing the village for strays. 


In the meantime, the health depart- 


ment is hoping to get a fulltlmc animal 
warden, a multipurpose van for picking 
up strays (and also for other department 
projects, such as weed and mosquito con- 


trol), and additional secretarial assis- 
tance to help carry out the animal ordi- 
nance. 


BASICALLY, the ordinance provides 


that: 


— All cats and dogs must have rabies 


shots and be licensed, as of Jan. 1. 


— Dogs must be leashed at all times 


while outside. Cats don't have to be 
leashed, but must be on the owner's 
property or the owner must l»e in the 
"immediate vicinity" of the animal. 


The idea behind the ordinance, as 


Dawson sees it, is " to protect the people 
from the cnimals and the animals from 
the people." 


It is designed to regulate the health 


and behavior of pets by regulating their 
owners. 


The penalty for owners whose pets arc 


picked up In violation of the ordinance is 
steep. The village may issue simply a 
warning citation on the first offense, but 
can levy a fine of $10 to $200, In addition 
to a SB claiming fee and a $2 per day 
room-and-board fee. 


If the animal is not claimed after sev- 


en days, it is to be destroyed. 


So far, just 513 dogs and 51 cats have 


been registered with the village, at a tec 
of $5 each. 


LAST YEAR, some 1,5CO dogs were 


registered. Dawson estimates the actual 
dog population in the village at 2,000 to 
3,000. 


And, he says, "there's a lot more cats 


than dogs." This is the first year cats 
must wear tags. 


Da\vson has several theories to explain 


the low registration figures. First, he 
says, many cat owners aren't familiar 
with the new ordinance or assume it 
doesn't apply to their pets. 


Even though some cats don't venture 


outside, they too are to be licensed, Daw- 
son said, "because "Snoopy the Cat has 
a tendency to slip through the front door 
and he may be exposed to an animal that 
has rabies." 


Another possible reason for the low 


registration, he believes, is irresponsibil- 
ity on the part of cat owners. "They fig- 
ure the cat's not worth fifty dollars, by 
the time they get rabies shots, a license 
and pay the fee for reclaiming him. 


"All you have to do is drive out into 


the country and find a "kittens, free to a 
good home" sign, and you can go home 
with another one. 


One long-range aspect to the animal 


ordinance, he feels, is that "eventually, 
if you're an irresponsible pet owner, it 
will not pay for you to own a pet."

people to drink They don't understand 
why some people refuse a drink. 


Many members of AI-Anon, a fellow- 


ship of spouses, friends and relatives of 
alcoholics, drink alcohol 
occasionally. 


But they have a better Idcn for holiday 
parties. 


Last year, Jean, an AI-Anon member, 


threw a party with coffee and punch. 


"Everybody was laughing, you'd think 


they were drinking," Jack said. "But 
they all felt better in the morning. 


"HE DO.N'T need booze," he added. 


"This is an alcoholic society, but it's not 
like there's a big nsence for AI-Anon 
uhcn somebody quits booze." 


Jack and Jean, along with Peggy, Bon- 


nie. Taml and Marcla, arc members of 
AI-Anon in the Northwest suburbs. They 
met recently at Peggy's home to discuss 
AI-Anon, hoping that their experiences 
can help others with an alcoholic prob- 
lem find happiness. 


Because AI-Anon is based In part on 


anonjmlty, their names have been 
changed for this account. 


They seem to be a happy bunch as 


they sit and talk, sipping coffee. Bonnie 
claims AI-Anon members can be happy, 
even If there Is "hell at home." 


They have all had different experi- 


ences, different heartaches. But one bond 


tics them together. In this group it is 
their spouses, or rather their spouses' al- 
coholism 


PEGGY TEI.LS her story 
Peggy and Rick were young when they 


married. They had lots of friends, went 
to many parties. They enjoyed drinking 


As the years began to pass, mote and 


more uncomfortable situations involving 
Rick would come up at parties. Rick was 
drinking too much. 


Peggy was angry at Rick But she wor- 


ried, too She was afrlad Rick's drinking 
would kill him. She considered having 
her husband, once billed as a real comer 
in his business, committed to an in- 
stitution. 


Peggy often hurt her children more 


than Rick, who she finally realized was 
an alcoholic. She would take her anger 
out on the kids while her husband slept 
off a binge. 


It had taken 15 years for their once- 


bright star to fade. 


SHE THOUGHT she was going out of 


her mind. 


Now Peggy and Rick are happy again. 


They have a nice home. Rick's job is 
secure. 


Peggy says the tide of despair was 


turned for her by AI-Anon. For Rick, AA 
had been a great help. But Peggy could 
have been happy even if her alcoholic 
husband hadn't sought help, she said. 


AI-Anon members work at being hap- 


py. Although most new members join the 
fellowship hoping for a short-cut to sobri- 
ety for their spouses — most members 
are there because of a spouse — they 
soon find out that's not what AI-Anon is 
all about 


New members are first told that their 


spouses' alcoholism isn't the fault of the 
nondrinking spouse. Then they learn to 


detach themselves from their mates' 
drinking problem, a problem no one but 
the alcoholic can do anything about. 


"The only person you can change is 


yourself," Jack, an AI-Anon member for 
more than five years, said. 


THERE ARE some- 200 Al-Anon and 


Alatecn (for children of alcoholics) 
groups in Northern Illinois ready to help 
people change themselves, not the alco- 
holic.

To Ask $125,000 
For Upgrading

Rolling Meadows library board offi- 


cials plan to ask the city council for a 
$123,000 budget appropriation from city 
funds to purchase new land and pay for 
necessary

improve- 


ments. 


The money wilt be needed to carry out 


plans for a three year Improvement pro- 
gram of library expansion, library board 
treasurer John Lund told (he city coun- 
cil's finance committee Wednesday. 


Current work going on at the library, 


Including the addition of a new children's 
area, Is part of the first year of the pro- 
gram, according to Lund. The second 
year wit* concentrate on land expansion, 
and the third year on possible building 
additions, Lund said. 


The special appropriation request Is 


part of a $260,620 library budget planned 
for the flical year beginning May 1. Of 
that total, $135.620 will make up the 
board's working budget, which is funded 
by the library's real estate lax levy of 15 
cents per $100 assessed valuation

Dahlln 
said he understood this and that the 
board was simply,making Its request to 
be considered by the city council In its 
budget deliberations. 


The total $260,620 budget presented by 


the board marks an increase of more 
than $94,000 over the present budget of 
SIW1.333 The bulk of that increase is in 
the land and building category. Another 
area of substantial increase is the pur- 
chase of books and periodicals, which 
will be allocated $40,000 instead of the 
$35,000 in the current budget. 


THE AVERAGE cost of books is now

14-Month 
Water Debate 
Near An End? 


After 14 months of debate, a three- 


sided controversy involving water recap- 
ture rights on W. Frontage Road near 
Kirchoff Road may be resolved next 
month 


The city council finance committee 


agreed Wednesday to recommend pay- 
ment of $3,400 to Rolling Meadows devel- 
oper Albert Riley to pay for water tap- 
ped by the Brookwood apartments from 
the south Kirchoff water main, which Ri- 
ley owns. Another $1,662 will be paid by 
the Brookwood development to cover the 
rest of the $5,000 cost of the water tapped 
from the main. 


The thre'c-sided debate among the city, 


Brookwood and Riley resulted when Ri- 
ley asked Brookwood for almost $5,000 as 
payment for using his water main line. 
Brookwood refused to pay, saying the 
city never had notified the developer of 
any water recapture restrictions. 


ALTHOUGH city officials agreed that 


they had been lax in overlooking the re- 
capture rights before issuing permits to 
Brookwood, neither did they want to ac- 
cept the respnn«ihtli'v of "avment. 


For more than a year city council corn* 


mittees argued Hie case but failed to 
reach a decision on how to resolve the 
controversy. A meeting between City 
Atty Don Rose, Riley, Brookwood repre- 
sentatives and several city officials final- 
ly worked out an accord whereby Brook- 
wood would pay one-third of the recap- 
turc cost and the city would pay the rest. 


But the finance committee last month

Jack and Jean, along with Peggy, Bon- 


nie, Torn! and Mar da, arc members of 
Al-Anon In the Northwest suburbs. They 
met recently at Peggy's home to discuss 
Al-Anon, hoping that their experiences 
can help others with an alcoholic prob- 
lem find happiness. 


Because Al-Anon is based In part on 


anon>mity, their names have been 
changed for this account. 


They seem to be d happy bunch as 


they sit and talk, sipping coffee. Bonnie 
claims Al-Anon members can bo happy, 
even If there Is "hell at home." 


They have all had different experi- 


ences, different heartaches. But one bond 


tics them together. In this group It Is 
their spouses, or rather their spouses' al- 
coholism. 


PEGGY TELLS her story:

Although none of the boards 
has sat down to consider 1973-74 staffing 
or curriculum plans Dist.

26 to predict exactly what is going 
to happen. 


Dist. 57 has a an opinion survey ready 


to be sent to residents on finances, cur- 
riculum and board credibility.

Night" by thoic In Alcoholics Anonymous 
<AA> and AI-Ar.on. But the night of fun 
for amateurs is a hell of a time for re- 
covering alcoholics 


Jnck, on AI-Anon member, says that 


party hosts arc always trying to force 
people to drink. They don't understand 
why some people refuse a drink. 


Many members of Al-Anon, a fellow- 


ship of spouses, friends and rclalhcs of 
alcoholics, drink alcohol occasionally. 
But they have a better idea for holiday 
parties. 


Last year, Jean, an Al-Anon member, 


threw a party with coffee and punch. 


"Everybody was laughing, you'd think 


they were drinking," Jack said. "But 
they nil felt better in the morning. 


"\\K DON'T need booze," he added. 


"This is an alcoholic society, but it's not 
like there's a big ascnce for Al-Anon 
when somebody quits booze." 


Jack and Jean, along with Peggy, Bon- 


nie, Tami and Marcla, arc members of 
Al-Anon in the Northwest suburbs. They 
met recently at Peggy's homo to discuss 
Al-Anon, hoping that their experiences 
can help others with an alcoholic prob- 
lem find happiness. 


Because Al-Anon is based in part on 


anonymity, their names have been 
changed for this account. 


They seem to be a happy bunch as 


(hey sit and talk, sipping coffee. Bonnie 
claims Al-Anon members can be happy, 
c\en If there is "hell at home." 


They have all had different experi- 


ences, different heartaches. But one bond 


ties them together. In this group it is 
their spouses, or rather their spouses' al- 
coholism. 


PEGGY TELLS her story: 
Peggy and Rick were young when they 


married. They had lots of friends, went 
to many parties. They enjoyed drinking. 


As the years began to pass, more and 


more uncomfortable situations Involving 
Rick would come up at parties. Rick was 
drinking too much. 


Peggy was angry at Rick. But she wor- 


ried, too. She was afriad Rick's drinking 
would kill him. She considered having 
her husband; once billed as a real comer 
in his business, committed to an In- 
stitution. 


Peggy often hurt her children more 


than Rick, who she finally realized was 
an alcoholic. She would take her anger 
out on the kids while her husband slept 
off a binge. 


It had taken 15 years for their once- 


bright star to fade. 


SHE THOUGHT she was going out of 


her mind. 


Now Peggy and Rick are happy again. 


They have a nice home. Rick's job is 
secure. 


Peggy says the tide of despair was 


•turned for her by Al-Anon. For Rick, AA 
had been a great help. But Peggy could 
have been happy even if her alcoholic 
husband hadn't sought help, she said 


Al-Anon members work at being hap- 


py. Although most new members join the 
fellowship hoping for a short-cut to sobri- 
ety for their spouses — most members 
arc there because of a .spouse — they 
soon find out that's not what Al-Anon is 
all about. 


New members are first told that their 


spouses' alcoholism Isn't the fault of the 
nondrinking spouse. Then they learn to 


detach themselves from their mates' 
drinking problem, a problem no one but 
the alcoholic can do anything about. 


"The only person you can change is 


yourself," Jack, an Al-Anon member for 
more than five years, said. 


THERE ARE some 200 Al-Anon and 


Alateen (for children of alcoholics) 
groups In Northern Illinois ready to help. 
people change themselves, not the alco- 
holic. Contact in this area can be made 
by calling 848-2707 in Oak Park or 359- 
3311 in Palatine. 


When Tami called Al-Anon for help 


more than three years ago, she said she 
was at the end of her rope. Her husband 
was on a drunken rampage. It was past 
midnight, and she didn't know what to 
do.

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Blood Assurance Program To Kick Off At Arlington High 


Arlington Heights will kick off its vi|. 


tagc-wide blood assurance program Feb. 
4 when a blood donating station will open 
at Arlington High School. 


Mike Silverman, chairman of a special 


citizens' committee that is directing the 
blood drive, said he hopes to receive 346 
pints of blood that day, which will be 
enough to start guaranteed blood re- 
placement for all village residents. 


Terms of the program require that 


four per cent of the village population 
donate one pint of blood annually. For 
Arlington Heights, this amounts to about 
2.100 pints yearly. 


If the quota is met, every village resi- 


dent is guaranteed unlimited free blood 
replacement anywhere in the United 
States. 


A SKIUKS OK blood donation dates 


have been established for the r.'.-xt 12 


months at various locations throughout 
the village. Generally, the dates fall on 
the first and third Sunday of every 
month. 


The blood replacement program is 


sponsored by the North Suburban Associ- 
ation of Health Resources which operates 
the North Suburban Blood Bank in Glen- 
view. 


The blood bank supplies blood to 11 


area hospitals, including Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital in Arlington ".eights. 


The theory behind the blood bank is 


that blood donated by North suburban 
residents should be immediately avail- 
ublc for use in North suburban hospitals, 
rather than sent directly to Chicago. 


To build up interest and support for the 


program, the committee, in cooperation 
with the village health department, is

planning a series of mailings to village 
residents. 


The mailings explain the details of the 


blood program and seek volunteers to 
help recruit blood donors. 


SILVERMAN SAID he expects to bring 


many of the churches, civic groups, busi- 
nesses and other organizations that al- 
ready belong to a blood replacement pro- 
gram into the village plan. 


Under a special group program, dona- 


tions from 20 per cent of a group's mem- 
bers will insure free blood replacement 
for all members, regardless of whether 
they live in Arlington Heights or else- 
where. 


This plan is particularly applicable to 


businesses in the village whose employes 
may not all live in Arlington Heights but 
want to be covered in a blood program, 
Silvcrman says. 


Group donations also can count toward 


the village's four per cent quota. 


FROM THE time that any portion of a 


group's 20 per cent quota makes a dona- 
tion, the entire group is covered, Silver- 
man said. 


Individuals who donate extend cov- 


erage to themselves and their family for 
one year, regardless of whether or not 
Arlington Heights meets its four per cent 
quota. 


The impetus for blood assurance pro- 


grams in Arlington Heights and other 
municipalities stems from recent legisla- 
tion that requires all hospitals in the 
state to use only volunteer-donated blood 
after July 1973. 


Formerly, hospitals have been able to 


use purchased as wdl as volunteer blood. 
But the reliance on all-volunteer dona- 
tions already has created blood short- 
ages among some hospitals. 


The village has hired a new health de- 


partment employe to oversee the blood 
assurance program. Individuals who are 
interested in donating a pint of bleed or 
who want more information about the 
program may call Dclores Bricker at the 
municipal building, 253-2340, Ext. 245. , 


THE FOLLOWING dates have been 


scheduled as blood donor days in Arling- 
ton Heights. Location of the blood station 
for each date is still to be announced. 


The blood station will be open here 


Feb. 4, March 11 and 18. April 1 and 22, 
May 13 and 27, June 3 and 7, July 1 and 
15, Aug. 5 and 19, Sept. 2 and 16, Oct. 7 
and 21, Nov. 4 and 18 and Dec. 2 and 16.

Little Interest 
In Park Vote

The election year must have taken all 


the campaigning spirit out of Arlington 
Heights residents. From (he looks of the 
candidate roster for the April park dis- 
trict election, people want no part of an- 
other campaign. 


Or maybe only a few people want any 


part of the park district. The recent four 
to one defeat of a $2.!ij million referen- 
dum was hardly a vote of confidence. 


There nl.io exist the possibility that the 


early filing date of Dec. .10 this year 
caught some people off guard. The new 
ruling was announced the first week of 
December and some potential candidates 
may Mill think they have a month to flic 
— like In 1971. 


Back In April. 1071. when two board 


scats were available, 10 people threw 
their hats into the ring. This jcar, with 
the entire board up for election (five 
seats) only four people have filed and the 
deadline Is Saturday at 5 p.m. Four peti- 
tions arc still outstanding. 


A MAJOIUTY of the incumbents admit 


they're only running to give the board 
continuity. Two of the Incumbents arc 
running for two-year terms, the shortest 
terms available. Enthusiasm for the 
board scats isn't exactly overwhelming. 


One thing for sure Is that neither the 


Incumbents nor the first timers arc hop- 
ing for lots of competition. Even an ad- 
ministrator at the district said he hopes 
only one person runs for each of the five 
seats, "then we won't even have to have 
an election." 


Filing for terms of office this week has 


amounted to jockeying for position. 


"Let's sec, there are two people run- 


ning for the two->car terms, so they are 


filled. And six years Is too long to run 
for, and no one's running for the four 
year term >ct. I guess I'll filo for that 
four-year term. . . unless someone else 
docs first. Then mnyhc I'll run for a six- 
year term," a candidate said. 


CANDIDATES don't particularly want 


to step on each other's toes. One candi- 
date didn't even fill in the length of term , 
on the petition, hoping the blank could be 
filled In at the last minute. 


Only one of the candidates seems to 


have an organization behind him. And 
his organization seems to be attempting 
to make the race incumbents versus non- 
incumbents. 


"One of the (candidate's) committee 


members called me and asked that I ally 
with them against the incumbents," said 
a candidate. "I'm hardly going to ally 
with people I don't know. Politics makes 
for strange bedfellows, I guess." 


If less than two candidates file today 


or tomorrow, no one will have to worry 
about politics or campaigning or election 
or bedfellows.

SBA Flood Claims Hit $2 Million 


More than $2 million in claims for flood 
disaster assistance have been submitted 
lo the Small Business Administration by 
residents In the Northwest suburbs, ac- 
cording to statistics released Wednesday.

floods In August and September, have 


been made by 792 homeowners and busi- 
nesses In the area, according to Howard 
Vondruska of the SBA Disaster Office in 
Addison.

Homeowners can qualify for up to 


$55,000 in aid. Disaster business loans 
are limited to $500,000. The first $5,000 
for both types docs not have to be paid 
back if the borrower sends SBA receipts 
from repairs or replacements. Anything 
over $5,000 must be paid back at 1 per 
cent interest. 


To get assistance, a resident must fill 


out an application listing damaged items, 
their original cost and the cost to replace 
them. Once the application is completed, 
SBA sends out an Investigator to inspect 
the damage. It takes about three to four 
weeks until the application is approved. 
After that, the checks should come in 10 
to It days, according to Vondruska.

government when you have educated and 
Interested people," Becker said. Census 
reports say that Arlington Heights rcsl- 
denti arc on the whole well-educated, but 
turnouts at elections and public meetings 
have something else to say about interest 
level In government. 


Decker's organization, which is funded 


largely by business Interests and counts 
ns members same 200 civic groups, has 
taken upon Itself the task to educate the 
public about how to be involved In gov- 


ernment. The Citizens of GreatPr Chi- 
cago were founded 20 years ago to find 
men to run for public office, but have 
since concerned themselves with the edu- 
cation aspect. 


BECKER LIKES to Illustrate this new. 


er slant by quoting something he learned 
in college: 


"Education makes a people easy to 


lead, difficult to drive, easy to govern 
and Impossible to enslave." 


Still, Becker said, all the education In 


the world won't keep • self-government 
from collapsing If the people have no in- 
terest in governmental affairs. 


"It upsets me when a guy tells me he's 


upset about taxes, then tells me he didn't 
vote In the last referendum," Becker 
said. "Our form of government Is going 
to slip away (rom us unless people take 
more Interest." 


Voting, of course, Is the simplest way 


to take Interest in the direction of gov- 
ernment. In Arlington Heights, citizens 
can become more Involved by participat- 
ing in the Arlington Heights Caucus, a 
group which meets to attempt to find 


qualified candidates for village office. Al- 
though he has never been active In the 
caucus, Becker said he has attended all 
their meetings during the 14 years he has 
lived in the village. 


BUT BECKER thinks village residents 


owe more to government — and to them- 
selves — than simply to vote or attend 
caucus meetings. He admits that it de- 
pends on the individual and his talents, 
but Becker suggested that each citizen 
should devote two or three years of his 
life to the betterment of the community. 


This contribution to the community 


could mean volunteering to serve on a 
citizen board or commission or running 
for village office. 


And now Is a good time to consider 


running for office'. Several village elec- 
tions may be held In April, but candi- 
dates should file right away. 


April 3 is election day. There will be 


five seats on the village board and the 
post of village president up for grabs.

"You will seldom find a group of citizens 
that will move adversely to the commu- 
nity — in the long run." 


HE FURTHER believes that the ma- 


jority of elected officials are honest 
people. Just because a few "crooked poli- 
ticians" get the headlines, Becker said, 
people should be careful, not to brand all 
public officials as dishonest. 


"We can't give In to the cynics," he 


said. 


Besides, giving to the betterment of the 


community, even if through work in civic 
groups rather than public office, 
has 


more rewards than drawback.". Becker 
said. And he said the greatest reward is 
the inner satisfaction of serving th<> com- 
munity and having a full understanding 
of what Is going on in the village.

The search for a site for a driver test- 


ing facility in the Northwest suburbs has 
been narrowed to four parcels, It was 
learned yesterday. 


0. V. Anderson, chairman of the three-' 


man search committee set up to recom- 
mend possible sites to the Illinois section 
of state, said the four pieces of property 
arc in unincorporated Cook County, but 
would not specify where. 


The committee was known to bo look- 


Ing for land tliroughout Bnrrington, Elk 
Grove, Hanover, Palatine, Schaumburg 
and Wheeling townships. • 


Anderson said the four sites favored by 


I he committee, all of which are about 40 
acres, will be listed in order of prefer- 
ence when the committee submits its re- 
port in early January. The report is to 
Include aerial photographs, maps, traffic 
counts and reasons for the recommenda- 
tions. 


THE SEARCH committee was appoint- 


ed by Sec. of Stale John W. Lewis, but 
Its report likely will end up in the hand 
of Auditor .Michael J. Howlctt, who will 
assume the office of secretary of state 
Jan. n. 


If a driver testing site has not been 


clxucn by the time the secretary of 
stale's office changes hands — and par- 
tint — Howtett will assume control over 
where to put the facility. He has not had 
any direct contact with the search com- 
mittee, according to Anderson. 


An administrative assistant to Howlctt, 


Ed Reynolds, told The Herald yesterday 
that the Incoming secretary of stale Is 
likely to proceed with the site selection 
procedure set up by Lewis. 


Howlctt Li not expected to start from 


scratch, with a study on whether there Is 
a need for a driver testing facility In the 
Northwest suburbs, according to Rey- 
nolds. "The assumption is that that 
has already been taken care of," he said. 


"Mr. Hewlett's attitude is that he 


would like to see these facilities where 
they arc most needed. Service to the 
public is the most important thing," said 
Reynolds.

Ubcrtyvlllc. Elgin and Chicago. 


ONCE A SITE is chosen, the state will 


have to apply for a zoning change with 
the Cook County Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals. 


Some $5.3 million was appropriated by 


the Illinois General Assembly in the last 
legislative session for land acquisition 
and construction of a driver testing sta- 
tion in the Northwest suburbs. It is to bo 
a full-service facility, including behind- 
thc-whccl testing on a closed course. 


No target date has been set for com- 


pletion of the facility. 


The state has long Indicated an in- 


tention to build a driver testing station In 
the Northwest suburbs.

New Year's Eve is called "Amateur 


NiBht" by those In Alcoholics Anonymous 
(AA) and AI-Anon But the night of fun 
for amateurs li a hell of a time for re- 
covering alcoholics. 


Jack, an Al-Annn member, says that 


party hosts are always trying to force 
people to drink. They don't understand 
why some people refuse a drink. 


Many members of AI-Anon, a fellow- 


ship of spous-s friends and relatives of 
alcoholics, d Ink alcohol occasionally. 
But they hav a better Idea for holiday 
parties. 


l-ast year, Jean, an AI-Anon member, 


threw a party with coffee and punch. 


"Everybody was laughing, jou'd think 


they were drinking," Jack said. "But 
they all felt better in the morning. 


"WE DON'T need boozr," he added. 


"This is an alcoholic society, but it's not 
like there's a big ascncc for AI-Anon 
when somebody quits booze." 


Jack and Jean, along with Peggy, Bon- 


nie, Tami and March, arc members of 
AI-Anon In the Northwest suburbs. They 
met recently at Peggy's home to discuss 
AI-Anon, hoping that their experiences 
can help others with an alcoholic prob- 
lem find happiness. 


Because AI-Anon is based In part on 


nnonjmity, their names have been 
changed for this account. 


They seem to bo a happy bunch as 


they sit and talk, sipping coffee. Bonnie 
claims AI-Anon members can be happy, 
even If there is "hell at home." 


They have all had different experi- 


ences, different heartaches. But one bond 


ties them together. In this group it is 
their spouses, or rather their spouses' al- 
coholism. 


PEGGY TELLS her story: 
Peggy and Hick were young when they, 


married. They had lots of friends, went 
to many parties. They enjoyed drinking. 


As the years began to pass, more and 


more uncomfortable situations Involving 
Rick would come up at parties. Rick was 
drinking too much. 


Peggy was angry at Rick. But she wor- 


ried, too. She was afrlad Rick's drinking 
would kill him. She considered having 
her husband, once billed as a real comer 
in his bt 'ness, committed to an In- 
stitution. 


Peggy often hurt her children more 


than Rick, who she finally realized was 
an alcoholic. She would take her anger 
out on the kids while her husband slept 
off a binge. 


It had taken 15 years for their once- 


bright star to fade. 


SHE THOUGHT she was going out of 


her mind. 


Now Peggy and Rick are happy again. 


They have a nice home. Rick's job is 
secure. 


Peggy says the tide of despair was 


turned for her by AI-Anon. For Rick, AA 
had been a great help. But Peggy could 
have been happy even lf~hcr alcoholic 
husband hadn't sought help, she said. 


AI-Anon members work at being hap- 


py. Although most new members join the 
fellowship hoping for a short-cut to sobri- 
ety for their spouses — most members 
ore there because of a spouse — they 
soon find out that's not what AI-Anon is 
all about. 


New members arc first told that their 


spouses' alcoholism isn't the fault of the 
nondrinking spouse. Then they learn to 


detach themselves from their mates' 
drinking problem, a problem no one but 
the alcoholic can do anything about. 


"The only person you can change is 


yourself," Jack, an AI-Anon member for 
more than five years, said. 


THERE ARE some 200 AI-Anon and 


Alateen (for children of alcoholics) 
groups in Northern Illinois ready to help 
people change themselves, not the alco- 
holic. Contact in this area can be made 
by calling 848-2707 in Oak Park or 359- 
3311 in Palatine. 


When Tami called AI-Anon for help 


more than three years ago, she said she 
was at the end of her rop«. Her husband 
was on a drunken rampage It was past 
midnight, and she didn't know what to 
do. 


By 2 a m., an AI-Anon volunteer re- 


turned Tami's call. She said that one call

John's problems. A social worker spent 
hours talking with him and a school psy- 
chologist gave him special tests.

Through the efforts of John's class-

Because he was Interested in math and 
science, his teacher set up special proj- 
ects for him in this area, projects geared 
to his advanced abilities. His hobby was 
building radios and he was particularly 
Interested in communications and elec- 
tronics. The school planned his education 
around these interests and helped make 
learning more rewarding for John. 


After two years, John's grades im- 


proved and his behavior problems dimin- 


ished. Today, he is a successful student 
in a local high school. 


JOHN'S PROBLEM was complicated 


by a "negative family situation," said 
Eschel. His older brother is also gifted 
but the fact was discovered too late for 
school officials to make any substantial 
Improvement. Now he's in prison. His 
younger brothers and sisters who are 
also gifted are now attending Dist. 62 
schools where they arc receiving special 
academic attention. 


There are few special programs in 


public schools for unusually bright, gif- 
ted children. Usually the gifted child is 
placed in the regular classroom and it is 


up to the classroom teacher to use her 
special talents to design extra assign- 
ments for them. 


Public education has been geared, un- 


derstandably, to serve the average child. 
Most special funds, allocated by the state 
and federal government, are applied to 
programs for the educational!" dis- 
advantaged — children with physical, 
mental and emotional handicaps or non- 
English speaking children. The gifted 
child, with superior intelligence and 
creative ability is often left to fend for 
himself. 


The problem Is money. Programs for

MacArthur said he thought the board 


was In favor of denying dates to Miller,

2—Whether revenue to the state would 


be maxlmlied If MocArthur's proposed 
schedule would hate been approved over 
the schedule submitted by Long. 


3—If certain racing board members 


met secretly to discuss racing dates and 
In come to an agreement on the ap- 
proved schedule before It was voted upon 
by the entire board.

A HOUSE resolution, adopted Dec. 15,

he resigned from the racing board, he 
recoiled an anonymous phone call say- 
Ing that the four commissioners who 
voted for Long's schedule — Long, 
Rhodes, Elson and Bernard Carey — had 
met In secret at the Blsmark Hc'el 
across the street from the state building 
in Chicago. 


The meeting was allegedly held just an 


hour before the official vote was taken 
on Long's schedule. 


But Long said neither he nor any other 


board members got together secretly to 
discuss racing dates. He testified that at 
the Nov. 24 meeting, he presented a pro- 
posal for a complete racing schedule 
which was discussed by the board. Over 
the following weekend, he said, he re- 
vised his first schedule, coming up with 
the schedule he showed to the board Nov. 
28, the schedule that was finally ap- 
proved. 


Carey, who with Elson and Rhodes 


voted In favor of Long's schedule, is 
slated to testify before the commission 
today. 


Although it had taken only 15 minutes 


to approve Long's schedule, the an- 
nouncement of racing dates was post- 
poned for four hours. MacArthur said 
yesterday that the time was taken up by 
the four board members approving the 
1973 schedule, who tried to pursuadc Mac- 
Arthur not to file a minority report or to 
hold a press conference on the schedule. 


MacArthur and Commissioner Gerald 


Fitzgerald have filed a minority report. 
Commissioner Joseph Lamcndclla has 
filed a separate report. 


MacAHTIIUIl AND the three board 


members testifying yesterday also dis- 
agreed on whether the approved sched- 
ule would lessen the amount of revenue 
to be taken In by the state, which gets a 
share of the betting handle. 


Although tho Legislative Investigating 


Commission cannot do anything about 
the racing dates already approved, Atty. 
General William Scott has filed suit in 
Cook County Circuit Court to have the 
1973 schedule thrown out.

gifted children require more teachers 
per child, with a teacher-student ratio of 
about 1:15. A wide variety of experiences 
must be provided to satisfy the needs of 
the gl'ted child and make learning chaN 
Icnging. More supplies must be ordered, 
new equipment must be purchased, more 
reference books must be placed on li- 
brary shelves, and newer textbooks are 
needed. 


AS THE cost of education Increases ev- 


ery year and the protests of the taxpayer 
become louder and louder, funds for pro- 
grams for gifted children are scarce. Yet 
some surprising curriculum Ideas and 
teaching techniques now exist In Maine 
Township to help the gifted child function 
in the elementary and secorm'my school 
without stifling his natural ability. 


Accelerated and advanced placement 


programs are the two most 'common 
means of solving the academic problems 
of the gifted high school student In Maine 
Township High School Dlst. 207. When a 
student first enters .one of the four Maine 
Township high schools, he Is given an 
achievement test. The results of that 
icst, the student's grade and perform- 
ance record, and a personal Interview 
with a high school counselor help to 
place a student In one of three ability 
levels, remedial, regular and accelera- 
ted, offered In various academic areas. 


At the end of the first semester, the 


student's progress In class Is reviewed. If 
he does better than expected he is moved 
to an advanced group, if he does poorer, 
he is moved to a remedial group. 


Students who work on the accelerated 


level from their freshmen to their junior 
year arc eligible for advanced placement 
courses In their senior year. College level 
courses In English, American history, 
European history, biology, math, chem- 
istry, and foreign languages arc offered 
tnrough the advanced placement pro- 
gram. College credit is given to ad- 
vanced placement students who pass a 
standardized examination, made by the 
' Advanced Placement Board, at the end 
of the school year. 


ABOUT 14 per cent of the senior class 


at Dist. 207 participated In the advanced 
placement program last' year, 64 re- 
ceived examination scores placing them 
In high honors. The number of students 
participating in the program has in- 
creased through the years, said Merlin 
Schultz, coordinator of pupil personnel 
services at Dist. 207. A total of 308 stu- 
dents participated in the program in 


1971. 
. 
. 


Accelerated courses and advanced 


placement provide a challenge to gifted 
students who find ' school boring and 
monotonous, said Schultz. Gifted students 
who find high school unrewarding can 
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become a discipline problem, he said and 
these programs help to solve that prob- 
lem too. 
. 
> 


S c h u l t z admits that accelerated 


courses and advanced placement are not 
the best answer to the problem of edu- 
cating gifted children. The best educa- 
tion Is one-to-one education between 
teacher and student, he said, but the cost 
is prohibitive In public schools. "We 
can't keep splitting the apple," he said. 
Accelerated courses and advanced place- 
ment have provided the best possible so- 
lution to meeting the needs of high school 
students at Maine Township, he said. 


Advanced placement and almost all 


programs for gifted children in both ele- 
mentary and secondary schools have had 
their critics. 


One school of thought among educators 


emphasizes equality of education, that is, 
providing all students with the same 
educational opportunities. These critics 
say gifted programs tc'.ia to create an 
elitist group of children. 
• 


ACCORDING TO Michael Myers, ad- 


ministrative assistant at Dist. 207, "there 
are two sides to the coin," educators who 
want to place students in small groups 
according to their ability and thoseWho 
want to work with a classroom of stu- 
dents of varying abilities and individ- 
ualize instruction lor groups within the 
class. 


The choice of whether to'group chil- 


dren according to their ability is often 
determined by the enrollment of the 
school. Small schools, with less than 100 
children in each grade, often cannot af- 
ford to split classes into ability groups 
and hire special teachers and materials 
for each group. 


Most children are not grouped accord- 


Ing to their ability in Des Plaines Ele- 
mentary School Dist. 62. Each grade usu- 
ally has loss than 100 children and meet- 
Ing the needs of each child, including the 
gifted child, is largely a task for the 
classroom teacher. 


Individualizing instruction and encour- 


aging students to pursue courses of inde- 
pendent study are often the means used 
by teachers at Dist. 62 to educate gifted 
children. The classroom teacher recog- 
nizes the needs and abilities of each child 
in her class and groups the children ac- 
cording to their interests and abilities. 
The teacher then plans lessons and as- 
signments geared to each group. 


THE GIFTED student usually studies 


Independently. He chooses a subject that 
interests him, such as the Civil War, and 
with some teacher guidance, plans proj- 
ects and does his own research in the 
school library. 


Robert Cowcll, assistant superintend- 


ent in charge of curriculum at Dist. 62, 
said the task of the teacher In educating 


the gifted child is really not to teach 
him, but to motivate him. The child is 
intelligent enough to find out all the in- 
formation he wants to know. Some stu- 
dents with high IQ's often have more 
knowledge than their leather. The prob- 
lem is to keep him interested, to make 
his assignments challenging, said Cowell. 


Skipping, another grade Is not always 


the answer, according to Eschel. In spe- 
cial cases, the district allows a child to 
skip a grade with his parents permission, 
but the school does not encourage it be- 
c a u s e children with advanced 
in- 


telligence often are not equally advanced 
emotionally. 


Throughout the United States, four out 


of every 100 children have an IQ of 140 or 
more and can be categorized as highly 
gifted. At Dist. 62 about 20 per cent of 
the students can be categorized as "po- 
tentially gifted," said Cowell, and two 
per cent have an IQ of more than 145. 


Most educators agree that IQ, or the 


score received on an intelligence test, 
does not necessarily indicate a gifted 
child. The intelligence test can't gauge 
creativity. Rather, it measures the stu- 
dent's ability to recall and recognize, not 
necessarily his ability to invent or in- 
novate. Creative children don't always 
have a high IQ and a child with a high 
IQ is not always creative. Both may be 
considered gifted. 


GIFTED CHILDREN often have above 


average language ability, they are per- 
sistent in attacking difficult 
mental 


tasks, they have the ability to generalize 
and see relationships between situations, 
they have unusual curiosity, and often 
have a wide variety of deep interests. 


Teachers can often help a gifted child 


to cultivate his own creativity by helping 
the child to develop thinking skills and 
build a background of basic information. 
Teachers also try to develop the child's 
self-discipline, promote his individuality, 
build self-confidence, increase his senso- 
ry awareness and promote flexible ap- 
proaches to problems by teaching him 
that there may be several ways to solve 
one problem. 


At Dist. 62 three teachers have been 


experimenting with different ways of cul- 
tivating the natural creativity of the ele- 
mentary school child. The project has 
come up with some new ways to teach 
gifted children along with average chil- 
dren in the classroom. The answer lies In 
individualized instruction, independent 
study, team teaching and the open' class- 
room. 


The project is in its third year and In- 


cludes 90 children at the sixth grade lev- 
el at Terrace Elementary School in Des 
Plaines.

Chones of Racine, V»is , used to shop on a 
day-to^ny basis because her family was 
loo poor and the refrigerator too small 
to stock up (Mr J W Chones died three 
>cars ago. leaving Mamie with their six 
children, ranging from Jim, now 22, to 
Sylvia, it) 


There would usually be a dozen eggs ir 


tho refrigerator, and possibly a small 
piece of ialt pork nnd maybe some mix- 
ed sausage In a bulk Rarely milk The 
family drank Kool Adc or tea No bread, 
except for the biscuits Mamie Chones 
baked when she wasn't too pooped after 
work (she was the sole support of her 
family and earned 110 a day making sal- 
ads In a restaurant) No vegetables No 
fruit No Ice cream "Not much of any- 
thing." she recalls 


Last Pcbnnry Jim became a profes- 


sional basketball player and the Choncs 
family became millionaires 
I called 


Mamie Choncs recently to ask what she 
has In her refrigerator now "You'd be 
surprised," she exclaimed It Is a new 
two-door, 17-cublc feel \\hlrlpool I could 
hear tho thick suck of one of the refrig- 
erator doors opening 
This Is what 


Mamie Chones told me she saw: A ten- 
pound ham, a three pound roast chicken, 
a three-pound fried chicken, two three- 
pound sirloin strata, n package of 20 
beef pnttH, a three-pound package of 
round steak, six dozen eggs, 32 wciner, 
T2 slices of Kraft pizza cheese, 32 slices 
of Wisconsin cheese, "a whole gallon of 
milk," "a whole bag of apples' (12). "a 
whole bag of orangct (12), 12 cans of 
frozen orange juice, two Itjaves of sand- 
wich bread, two family ilzc bottles of 
catsup, two large jars of Miracle Whip 
snlnd dressing, a jar of dill pickles, a 
package of mixed frozen vegetables, a 
package of frozen butter beans, a pack- 
age of fresh blackcyed peas, a couple of

A few months after Jim began receiv- 


ing his pro basketball money, the family 
moved from Edge wood Avenue to a two- 
story brick house on, appropriately 
enough.

"It's got five bedrooms with two and 


thrca closets in each bedroom A big liv- 
ing room, a big dining room, den, and a 
big recreation room In the basement 
Ard a b I g kitchen, twice the size of the 
one In the old house," said Mamie 
Cliones 


The old house Is still fresh in memory. 


It was in that house that Jim one wintry 
night came home and woke up the family 
— "Mama, come downstairs, I've got 
something to show everybody " 


When they gathered around the dining 


room table Jim put down the signed con- 
tract from the Nets. "Read this, Mama," 
he said 


"My prayers have been answered," 


she recalled saying 


"Little Sylvia ran around the next day 


shouting, 'Bunny' — that's Jim's nick- 
name — 'Bunny signed a contract! We 
rich' We rich" " 


Mamie Chones sold she did not fly 


right out and start buying food and 
clothes and houses and cars. "I kinds 
wanted to settle down first, didn't want 
to get too excited," she says. 


She eventually traded In her "junk" of a 
1907 car for a 1970 Oldsmoblle. And she 
bought much-needed ihoes for the fami- 
ly. "Before." she said.'"I had two pairs 
of shoes with holes in them. One for work 
and one for home. Now I've got six pairs 
of shoes. More than I've ever had In my 
life. The same for all the children. 


Mamie Choncs also quit her job. But 


she says .she \s looking around now to do 
some part-time work. "I get sort of 
bored just doing housccleaning," she 
said. 


And she still has worries. "A mother 


always docs," she said "Jim had a ton- 
sllltis and then he had a cold and he 
hasn't been ploying as well as he'd want 
to And there's always something with 
one of the kids, school, or a fall, or some- 
thing 


"But I don't worry any more about 


having food to feed them And I haver't 
forgot those old days I'm not really too 
religious but I think that this was all 
something that happened from God. I of- 
ten think about that, of why me that this 
dream should happen to Well, I really 
think that I deserved it That after a lot 
of hardship we have a lot of happiness 
now. I thank the Lord for Jim and for all 
my kids." 


"I think way back and remember 


scolding Jim for going out to play ball 
Instead of doing his homework," she 
said, laughingly. "I'm happy and I didn't 
discourage him from his ball-playing."

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Bridge Officials Propose 
Regional Youth Service 


A five-township regional youth service 


bureau is proposed for development by 
executives of the Bridge, a youth service 
bureau in Palatine Township. 


Donald Rago, executive director of the 


Bridge said that this was his and other 
youth workers' independent idea, rather 
than The Bridge organization's as he out- 
lined a proposal for "Youth and Commu- 
nity Outreach Inc." 
to Schaumburg 


Township officials Wednesday. 


If the townships of Schaumburg, Elk 


Grove, Palatine, Harrington and Wheel- 
ing'split costs, a total youth service bu- 
reau could be provided for $56,000 a 
year, said Rago. 


Rago said the new corporation would 


not put The Bridge out of business but 
uould act as a cooperating and support- 
ing agency for it and other similar youth 
service groups in surrounding townships. 


"YOUTH AND Community Outreach- 


Inc. would operate as a non profit organ- 
ization with a governing board from all 
participating townships, said Rago. 


As outlined, the new youth corpo- 


ration would offer three programs; a to- 
tal crisis counseling and referral phone 
service; a medical counseling, referral 
and treatment serrice; and a clinical de- 
velopment and training program. 


"If five townships were to share the 


costs of all three programs it uould cost 
each township $11,200, but a township 
could select one program or two and pay 
a portion of the $11,200 full cost," he 
estimated. 


The Bridge, funded now by a $59,000 


Palatine Township payment and a 
$23,590 yearly federal grant will lose its 
federal funding in April, ho said. 


"We are not here today to ask you to 


give us money but wanted to explain 
what The Bridge does now and won't be 
able to do when we get hit with a finan- 
cial cutback," said Rago. 


RAGO SAID The Bridge now serves as 


a total crisis counseling and referral 
phone service and has expanded its ser- 
vices to include medical counseling, re- 
ferral and treatment Youth outreach 
workers in townships surrounding Pala- 
tine Township volunteer working time at 
The Bridge offices in exchange for the 
use of the facility and the answering ser- 
vice. 


Palatine Township is the main support 


of The Bridge and b its governing body. 


Rago said he and other youth workers 


are concerned 
what youth services 


needed in the area will not be met when 
The Bridge's services get cut back. 


Schaumburg Township officials urged 


Rago to present his proposal to other 
townships and get reactions. 


Schaumburg Township officials agreed 


that a need for a regional-service and 
expanded services exists and approved 
of the idea of sharing costs with other 
townships. Mrs. Kay Wojcik, township 
clerk, asked Ra'go to consider expanding 
the organization funding base to include 
Hanover Township.

WASHINGTON' (UPD-Admlnlstration 


officials Indicate "Phase HI" of Presi- 
dent Nixon's economic program may see 
I tic dropping of rent controls next year 
and changes In the profit margin rule 
disliked by business. 


President Nixon has said he wants 


.«ome form of continued stabilization au- 
thority when the present Economic Stabi- 
lization Act expires April 30, and officials 
emphasized that Nixon will have the fi- 
nal word on the shape of the redesigned 
wage-price control*. 


The Administration has been gathering 


MiggcslloiM from business, labor, con- 
sumers, congressmen and Its own stabili- 
zation officials for the past two weeks. A 
sense nf the thinking of most participants 
was revealed by the briefers. 


Herbert Stein, chairman of the Presi- 


dent's Council of Economic Advisers, 
saiil prolonged rent contrc'-i have a 
"negative effect" on tenants as well as 
landlords. "We ought to be on the way 
nut of the rent control business." 


Siein and Treasury secretary George 


P. Shultz nl.tn suggested that reducing 
coverage of the controls would Improve 
the efficiency of the government stabili- 
zation program and eliminate essentially 
nonproductive paper work for many bust- 
nesses. 


A SKMOIt OFFICIAL of the Cost of 


Living Council, who asked not to be Iden- 
tified, said the business profit margin 
rule "has got to change." 


This regulation, widely crltized In the 


batlneM community, limits profit mar- 
gin* profits as a percentage of sales for 
companies who boost prices to the aver- 
age of the best two of the last three fis- 
cal years. 


Retention 
Reservoir 
Site Changed 


The Metropolitan Sanitary 
District 


(MSD) has given up Its efforts to seek a 
site for the Willow-Higgins Retention Re- 
servoir on City of Chicago property and 
has switched its focus to a site in unin- 
corporated Elk Grove Township. 


The original sita was on property 


planned for expansion of O'Hare Airport, 
MSD officials said, and the city has re- 
fused to allow its use for a retention re- 
servoir. 


The proppsed basin is needed to solve 


flooding problems 
in Willow-Higgins 


Creek which begins on O'Hare and MSD 
land and flows through parts of southern 
DCS Plaines, east of Mannheim road, 
then into Rosemont. 


Heavy rains coupled with increased 


pavement in areas near the creek have 
resulted in flooding in southern and west- 
ern DCS Plaines, both from sewer back- 
ups and from the creek overflowing its 
banks. 


THE MSD HAD been negotiating for 


the City of Chicago site for the reservoir 
since 1967. 


The MSD Board of-Trustees Thursday 


approved an ordinance calling for relief 
of the flooding problems in the creek by 
building a reservoir on the new site. 


Because the district is negotiating the 


purchase of the new site and may have 
to file a condemnation suit to secure it, 
no exact location was revealed by the 
district. 


The site, generally'is located within an 


area cast of Centex Industrial Park, 
south of Touhy Avenue, west of the town- 
ship line and north of O'Hare Airport. 


Although the district is seeking a new 


site for this reservoir, district officials 
have indicated no plans to seek a new 
site for the O'Hare Water Reclamation 
Plant proposed on a nearby site at Oak- 
ton street and Eimhurst Road in Des 
Plaines. 


Apartments Will Keep Lid On Rents

Apartment renters need not flinch at 


the, Nixon Administration's announce- 
ment Unit rent controls may be lifted in 
197.1, according to one Industry expert. 


The Phase HI suggestions offered in 


Washington yesterday by Herbert Stein, 
chairman of the President's Council of 
Economic Advisors, included this propos- 
al. 


The glut of apartment in some North- 


west suburban communities and other 
areas surrounding Chicago wilt keep the 
lid on rental rates for some time, accord- 
Ing to Ned Simon, president of the Apart- 
ment Council of Metropolitan Chicago. 
He is also an executive of the Chicago- 
based RG Group, Inc. 


Despite the Phase II controls on rental 


rates over the past year, Simon said, the 
real reason rents haven't gone up In 
some areas is that overbuilding caused 


high vacancy rates. "Regardless of what 
Phase II is, the apartment owners can't 
raise their rents as much as they should 
because the market won't support it," he 
added. 


THERE IS no question that rents will 


rise when the competitive market eases, 
Simon said. Property taxes have risen 
considerably over the past few years, lie 
said, in addition to other business costs. 


As overbuilding In the apartment mar- 


ket increases competition and keeps 
rental rates down, Simon said, more 
owners arc turning to condominiums in 
search of profits. Tills is evidenced in the 
increased number of area apartment 
complexes being converted into con- 
dominium units as well as in apartment 
builders switching to the condominium 
field. Simon's own firm Is moving into 
condominium construction, with projects 
planned in Hoffman Estates and Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Michael Sparks, president of the apart- 
ment management firm of Sparks & Co., 
Rosemont, also notes an increasing num- 
ber of apartment owners selling out and 
converting their units to condominiums. 
His firm owns approximately 4,000 apart- 
ment units in the Northwest and West 
suburbs. 


DESPITE THE keen competition, how- 


ever, Sparks says his firm has raised 
rental rates as allowed under Phase II 
guidelines. He agrees that there arc 
problems of high vacancy rates In some 
areas, but adds that "it nil comes down 
to n question of individual management" 
in setting rental rates. 


Rent increases reflect property tax 


hikes more than any other cost increase, 
Sparks said, adding, "We hope to make 
our tenants understand that if any legis- 
lation is passer, to hold down real estate 
taxes, this affects their rents."

In his 
words: "All too many tourists from 
states with mild winters imply do not re- 
alize the problems of driving under 
snowy and Icy conditions." 


As a primary example, Lholka said 


drivers who arc Inexperienced at driving 
on Ice and snow-packed pavements have 
little concept of the extremely poor trac- 
tion that such surfaces provide. 


"Tests by the Council's committee on 


winter driving hazards have shown that 
braking distances on snow and ice may 
be from three to nine times the normal, 
dry pavement distance," he reported. "It 
seems obvious that few drivers recognize 
this fact of life or take the necessary pre- 
cautions to compensate for this vast dif- 
ference." 


I.IIOTKA OFFERED other suggestions 


for safer winter driving based on recom- 
mendations of Its testing group. 


—Make sure the antifreeze solution in' 


your radiator and your windshield wash- 
ers can handle below freezing weather. 


—Keep your windshield, windows and 


rear-view mirrors snow free and clear at 
all times. Replace worn, streaking wiper 
blades. 


—Clear head and tall lights regularly. 


A barely visible film on light lenses can 
decrease lighting power by as much as 
23 per cent. 


—Make sure your car has good tires 


with good treads. In heavy snow areas, 
equip your car with snow tire and carry 
a pair of reinforced tire chains in your 
trunk. 


—Increase distance between you and 


the car ahead. Give yourself ample room 
for maneuvering or stopping if the ve- 
hicle ahead makes an unexpected stop or 
turn. 


—Pump brakes rapidly to slow down 


or stop; this technique keeps wheels roll- 
ing and helps maintain steering control. 


—When driving on winter-slick roads,- 


get the feel of the road. Accelerate care- 
fully or tap your brakes while awny from 
traffic. See If the wheels spin or skid. If 
cither occurs — reduce your speed ac- 
cordingly. 


—If a skid starts, steer In the direction 


of the skid — steer left if the rear skids 
left; steer right if the rear skids right. 


—Buckle your scat belt and shoulder 


harness every time you enter the car and 
be sure your passengers buckle up as 
well. 


—Drive defensively — traffic laws In 


other state may not be the same as those 
in your homcstate. When in doubt, slow 
down to give yourself more time to judge 
the situation.

trict's viewpoint and the political reali- 
ties that put him there in the first place 
all work to favor the Incumbent. Mikva 
breezed to reelection inl9?0. 


IN 1972, denied his old safe Democratic 


inner-city district by a redlstrictlng plan 
adopted by the Illinois Legislature, he 
was forced to seek reelection from Chi- 
cago's plush north and northwest sub- 
urbs, an area that hadn't sent a Demo- 
crat to Congress since 1892. 


"I knew it was going to be clflse," he 


said "but even as late as election day, I 
thought I had enough independent votes 
to make it. It looked like McGovcrn 
wouldn't do any worse than Humphrey 
did in '68. Humphrey lost the district by 
35,000 If McGovcrn could have done as 
well, I would have squeaked through." 


But when the votes were counted, the 


district had given President Nixon a 
58,000-vote edge over McGovern. Re- 
publican Samuel II. Young beat Mikva 
by 7,459 votes. 


"The week before the election we can- 


vassed 200,000 voters and I had 42 per 
cent to Young's 22 per cent. But I 
couldn't overcome that Nixon lead. With 
voting machines, you can only count on a 
certain amount of people splitting their 
ballots. And in that district, when in 
doubt they vote Republican." 


The next day, at campaign headquar- 


ters, Mikva studied the figures. "We 
talked about whether there was anything 
we might have done different. There was 
some satisfaction in knowing it had been 
a Rood campaign." 


ALTHOUGH EDMUND S. Musklc had 


been his pre-convention choice for the 
Democratic presidential nomination and 
he didn't agree with McGovcrn's han- 
dling of the welfare and tax reform is- 
sues, Mikva did not try to put a wall 
between himself and the McGovcrn cam- 
paign. 


He felt that a candidate owes it to his 


party to support its ticket and, anyway, 
voters would not respect a candidate who 
runs away from his party's presidential 
candidate. 


His own opponent, Mikva feels, ran "a 


Chotmcr campaign — attack, attack, at- 
tack" — and distorted Mikva's record, 
but he reserves his real anger for an 
anonymous group, the "Society Against 
Mikva," financed, he suspects, by the 
gun lobby and "in violation of all kinds 
of federal law." It mailed anti-Mikva, 
unsigned literature all over the district. 
He still wants the *!.S. attorney to in- 
vestigate. 


"The hardest part was coming back to 


Washington the first time after the elec- 
tion," he said. "People are so darn nice 
— but when they start expressing their 
sympathies you have to go through the 
whole thing again, just after you finally 
started adjusting your mechanisms."

$190,000 as a result of having been a con- 
gressman for two terms. 


As a partner in a law firm, he was 


earning $75,000 a year and his Income 
was Increasing steadily before his elec- 
tion to a job paying $42,500. That pro- 
duced a net loss In earnings of $130,000 
over the four years. 


In Congress, he says, he spent an aver- 


age of $15,000 a year from his savings. 


"For a while I paid an extra person on 


my staff out of my own funds. Then 
there was the printing cost for news- 
letters. And there's what I call the 'list 
syndrome.' 


"You wind up on everybody's charity 


list. You just can't turn down every wor- 
thy cause. If someone knocks himself out 
for you in your campaign and then asks 
you to buy some tickets to a fund-raiser 
for his favorite cause, politics, friendship 
and conscience all say you have to do it. 


"TRAVEL IS A tremendous expense. 


There's a certain minimum number of 
times when you really have to get your 
family back home — just to prove to 
people that they do exist. And if you play 
it the other way, and they live in the 
district while you're in Washington, there 
are a couple of occasions when you'll 
need them in Washington. 


"I figure every trip home cost me 


about $200 in meals and for a hotel room, 
in addition to the air fare. That's $110. I 
averaged two or three trips home a 
month During the campaign, I was fly- 
ing back and forth a couple of times a 
week." 


Mikva thinks congressional pay ought 


to rise to $60,000. "There's always a sac- 
rifice in politics, and I don't say that's 
unreasonable. But it shouldn't be so 
great that it becomes a deterrent. 


"It is an expensive hobby — and that's 


too bad. The more we underpay public 
servants, the less we're going to get of 
the kind of government we want. A lot of 
people are just frozen out of govern- 
ment." 


DESPITE THE sacrifice and the pain 


of defeat, Mikva says he would do it over 
again. But will be run again? 


"I don't know. I can't afford It now, 


I've got to find a law practice. And I'm 
tired. It was a grueling campaign — on 
me, on my family and my friends. I 
called on them to do superman things; 
whether they're tired or not, I'm tired of 
imposing on them. I don't know if I'll 
ever run again for anything."
